(Editor's note: remember that both the movie 
and the $65,000 gift to the ACLU are pure fiction.) 

New York: The Congress of Racial Equality has informed Wall Street that it intends 
to start legal action to prevent Southern states from issuing tax-exempt bonds for segregated 
facilities, since "in practical effect, this tax exemption provides a federal subsidy for the 
act of breaking federal law." 

Louisiana: As a result of their racial integration, the parochial schools in Plaque- 
mines Parish are no longer receiving free textbooks and transportation from the state. 

Massachusetts: Endicott Peabody, the new Governor, is a former Board member 
of the Civil Liberties Union of Massachusetts, the ACLU's Bay State affiliate. 

' North Carolina: Robeson County* N.C.,Vperates four separate school systems/one 
each for whites, Negroes, Indians, and a small, racially mixed group known as the 
"Smilens," who are rejected by whites and Indians but who themselves reject Negroes. 

Georgia: The Southern Regional Council charged in mid-November that the Admin- 
istration has done nothing to defend "the rights of speech and peaceable assembly and 
equal protection of the laws" in the Albany, Ga., desegregation dispute. 

Connecticut: Yale University last month reminded the head of its campus police 
service that he was not authorized to investigate student or faculty political activities. 

Oklahoma: Ora O'Riley of Durant, Okla., is campaigning to put a picture of 
Christ in every public office in the U.S.; she sent the first one to Vice-President Johnson. 

Arizona: A complaint filed with the U.S. Justice Department charged election officials 
m Phoenix with having illegally required about 60 Negroes to read the Federal Constitu- 
tion before permitting them to vote in last fall's election. 



h Teachers AFert.to 
fhck on School Libraries 

The National Council of Teachers of Eng- 
lish warned in November that a highly ef- 
fective process of pressures and intimidation 
is now threatening the integrity of textbooks 
and school libraries throughout the country. 
The Council's study of the problem, in which 
the ACLU served as a consultant, has re- 
sulted in the publication of a 21-page book- 
let, "The Student's Right to Read," obtain- 
able from the N.C.T.E. at 508 South Sixth 
Street, Champaign, 111. 

The Council charges that "across America 
today increasing pressures are exerted on 
schools to restrict the access of students to 
important and worthwhile books." In many 
communities attempts have been made to 
remove literary works from the schools 
shelves; important modern writers are "sud- 
denly charged with seditious sentiments or 
licentious intent;" in familiar classics, por- 
nography is suddenly "discovered." 

Authors under attack by various pressure 
groups include Aldous Huxley, George Or- 
well, J. D. Salinger, Pearl Buck, John Stein- 
beck, William Faulkner, Ernest Hemingway, 
Carl Sandburg, Eugene O'Neill, Theodore 
Dreiser, Thomas Mann, Mark Twain, Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne, Henry David Thoreau, 
Walt Whitman — and William Shakespeare.

AN ACLU TRAVELOGUE

For some purposes a jet flight is too fast. 
In my case that was so of travel from one 
vigorous ACLU affiliate to another. Too 
often there had been more to record, of 
human resources, activities, and important 
impressions of the affiliate just visited, than 
I could get into my notes during the brief 
flight to the next affiliate. 

Nevertheless I am sure scores of ACLU 
members envy the opportunity this fall has 
given me, to visit 25 of our 33 affiliates, to 
see that much of our organization from the 
inside. This travel included the area from 
New Orleans to Seattle in the South and the 
West, from Kansas City to Detroit in the 
Middle-West, from Buffalo to Boston and 
Philadelphia in the East. It included both our 
newest affiliate (Dallas) and our oldest 
(both Massachusetts and St. Louis claim this 
distinction). . 

It included a few operating in the sun- 
shine of what appeared to them to be an 
exceptionally libertarian political climate 
(Oregon and Iowa) — and many in what 
they believed to be the homeland of the 
John Birch Society (it is remarkable how 
many states and localities have varying but 
legitimate bases for claiming this pedigree). 

Every affiliate I visited was dealing with 
genuine and significant civil liberties prob- 
lems, of varying form in different localities, 
which taken together run the gamut of tra- 
ditional civil liberties concerns. Many, how- 
ever, found themselves facing a traditional 
concern in novel form. Most notable of these 
were our California affiliates in their brush 
with the Francis Amendment, a proposal to 
amend their state constitution (which sought 
partial repeal of the First Amendment to the 
federal Constitution). In dealing with this 
proposal, -placed on the November 6 ballot 



Union Protests Investigation into 
The Peace Movement by HUAC 

The American Civil Liberties Union criticized on December 7 the House Un- 
American Activities Committee's investigation of the peace movement, declaring 
that such an inquiry "will inevitably stifle the voices of those who dissent from 
government policies in the Cold War." The HUAC held hearings the next week 
in Washington, subpoenaing a number of persons from the New York area.

tions of the country were also summoned 
for questioning in connection with the Com- 
mittee's announced probe of "Communist 
infiltration of the peace movement." 

"The immediate effect of the investiga- 
tion," the ACLU and its New York affiliate 
protested to HUAC Chairman, Congressman 
Francis E. Walter, "will be to deter priva 
citizens from participating in groups and 
activities which are concerned with a deeply 
felt need, and thus impose a mantle of con- 
formity over a segment of our society, thajtj 
in this thermonuclear age, is insistent 'on 
calling to the attention of the public and 
government, alternative roads to peace. 

"The Civil Liberties Union is not arguing 
the pros and cons of the program offered by 
the peace movement, for this is not our or- 
ganizational concern. However, we do note 
that the program has been carried out in 
public for everyone to see. Those individuals 
who are active in the movement, or who are 
considering associating with the movement, 
do not need the wisdom of the Un-Arnepi< 
Activities Committee or of any agency of I 
government to guide them in their choice, 
or to suggest that active participation in the 
peace movement is part of the Communist 
conspiracy.' Under our Constitution they 
have the right to decide their own political 
course. 

"The Committee's inquiry can only be- 
smirch the peace movement by suggesting 
that it is another Communist plot/ a tactic 
that points up the poverty of HUAC s esti- 
mation of the rights imbedded in the First 
Amendment — free speech, free press, free 
assembly, and the right to petition the gov- 
ernment for a redress of grievances."

by an initiative petition bearing over 400,000 
signatures, our affiliates demonstrated the 
vital importance of strong, state-wide organi- 
zation on behalf of civil liberties by winning 
a resounding 5 to 3 victory at the polls. 
Particularly our Southern California affiliate, 
working in the heartland of the proponents' 
strength, vigorously utilized its 22 chapters 
and remarkable human resources in an un- 
precedented ACLU campaign to bring the 
issues of liberty home to-an entire electorate. 



In September I related to you, in these 
columns, the facts of the Union's unique and 
desperate "crisis of growth." One of the 
heartening impressions gained from the af- 
filiate areas I visited during the interven- 
ing three months was that of full and prompt 
response to the demands of that crisis.

For action YOU can take 
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Manuscript Returned 
After ACLU Protests 

The Union won a battle with U. S. Cus- 
toms officials in November over their seizure 
of an author's unfinished, unpublished manu- 
script. Immediately following a sharp ACLU 
protest which termed the seizure "a travesty 
on the freedom of expression guaranteed by 
the'' First Amendment" the government 
agency returned the manuscript to John 
Schultz, a Chicago author. 
■ The seizure, the Union declared, "is prior 
:'i restraint at its worst, not merely before pub- 
^ location, but before completion of an author's 
creative expression." The manuscript, a 450- 
page novel-in-progress entitled "WAY," was 
confiscated by Customs officials at Laredo, 
:, Texas, on October 20 when Schultz reentered 
the United States from Mexico. The Bureau 
acted under the 1930 Tariff Act which bars 
tie Import of obscene or immoral material 
The ACLU's protest to Secretary of the 
Treasury Dillon asked: "What conceivable 
harm could result from John Schultz taking 
his manuscript into the United States? Eyen 
if we accepted the idea, which we do not on 
civil liberties grounds, that there is a public 
interest served by prohibiting the importa- 
tion of 'obscene' publications, that public 
interest is based on the premise that such 
publications will be widely distributed to a 
large number of people. In this case, how- 
ever, there is only a single copy of the un- 
completed manuscript which will be read by 
only a relative handfuhofpeople, ifthatr Yer 
the government, in its zeal to implement a 
law of dubious constitutionality, did not 
consider this distinction before making an 
incursion of the First Amendment." 

The Commissioner of Customs has in- 
formed the Union that he is instructing 
border officials not to seize manuscripts in 
i future. 



B on Backs Action 
To 'Transfer' HU AC 

Since 1937 the ACLU has sought the 
abolition of the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee on two grounds: (1) the 
Committee's mandate "to investigate 'Un- 
American propaganda' " flatly contravenes 
the First Amendment guarantees of freedom 
of speech and association; and (2) the Com- 
mittee's operations over the years — especially 
its hearings and its emphasis on "exposure" 
— have resulted in severe pressures on free- 
dom of speech and association, and due 
process of law. 

As one step toward the goal of HUAC 
abolition, it has been suggested that a change 
from its present independent status, in which 
it is free to act as it pleases, to that of a 
subcommittee of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee — where its operations can possibly 
be controlled — is advisable. 

Such a change will be offered in a resolu- 
tion at the opening of the 88th Congress. 

The ACLU's Board of Directors, at its 
meeting on December 17, voted to support 
such a resolution which would, in effect, 
transfer the functions of the HAUC to the 
House Judiciary Committee and eliminate 
features of its mandate which are violative 
of the First Amendment. The Union be- 
lieves that the entire mandate of the HUAC 
is unnecessary, as well as unconstitutional, 
and adheres to its historic stand favoring 
out-right abolition. Nevertheless, the ACLU 
now favors any reasonable transfer pro- 
posal for its inherent tendency to reduce the 
evils of the HUACs operations. 

Write Your Congressman 

All members of the ACLU are urged to 
write to their Congressmen in support of 
this transfer proposal, which will be offered 
during the opening days of Congress this 
month. 



Wash. State ACLU Wins 
Religious Freedom Case 

In a case brought by the Washington State 
ACLU, a Seattle judge ruled in November 
that the city's ordinance governing chari- 
table, religious, and political solicitations was 
unconstitutional. 

Two solicitors for "God's Little Candles" 
had been arrested and charged with asking 
for contributions without a license. They felt 
the ordinance abridged their First Amend- 
ment right to pursue their program of com- 
batting juvenile delinquency by spreading 
the word of God to young people. . 

ACLU attorney John Darrah made it clear 
that the Union supported the case because of 
the religious freedom issue involved and not 
because of any sympathy for the anti-semitic 
or political views held by "God's Little 
Candles." 

The ACLU also considered the ordinance 
badly written and far too broad in scope. 
The city plans to draft a new ordinance. 



DIRECTION 

Freedom Through Dissent, the 
Union's 42nd Annual Report mailed 
to all members last month, carries a 
garbled section on page 23. The last 
sentence of numbered paragraph 3 in 
the ACLU's policy statement on Re- 
ligious Holiday Observances should 
read: 

"Certainly, public schools may ex- 
plain the meaning of a religious holi- 
day, as viewed by adherents of the 
religion of which it is a part, but may 
not seek to foster a religious view in 
the classroom or otherwise." 



Illinois ACLU Scores Dismissal 
Of Professor for Cuba Stand 

The Illinois ACLU has urged Lincoln Col- 
lege, a private institution with 450 students 
in Lincoln, 111., to revoke its discharge of 
Professor Joseph Leston for protesting the 
Administration's Cuban policy at the time 
of the naval blockade. 

Professor Leston, a Quaker, teaches reli- 
gion at the college. He picketed the Lincoln 
post office on October 27 with a sign read- 
ing "Stop U.S. Aggression" and "Do Not 
Let Cuba Be Our Hungary." 

The Illinois Division said it was not con- 
cerned with Leston's views as such but that 
his dismissal "was a clear violation of widely 
accepted standards of academic freedom."

and have taken steps to fulfill those com- 
mitments. Meanwhile the national Board has 
energetically moved to fill its quota and to 
act upon the Committee's remaining recom- 
mendations. 

The economies outlined last September 
have been effected, and the special new 
membership promotion is producing good 
results. It is in no way even nearly possible 
to report that we are "over the hump"' of that' 
crisis — but I am now confident that we are 
moving in that direction. Total membership 
has grown substantially this year and, with 
ultimate resolution of the original causes of 
the present crisis, desperately needed devel- 
opment of new affiliates may be resumed 
as well. 



Writing at the end of 1962 — for me a 
year of intense learning about our Union — 
I can report that ours is a remarkably strong 
organization. Its strength lies, not in num- ^ 
lers'nor in finances, but in the extraordinary 
talents, energy, and dedication of its mem- 
bers. It is vitally important that it be strong 
— far stronger than it has yet become and 
strong where it is not yet organized — in 
order to meet the developing challenges to 
liberty of the revolutionary, increasingly 
complex, and increasingly automated nation 
and world in which we live. 




Union Backs ABC o^ 
Nixon-Hiss Program 

The ACLU announced on November 20 
that it agreed wholeheartedly with the posi- 
tion of the American Broadcasting Company, 
as stated by vice-president James C. Hagerty, 
that its presentation of the Howard K. Smith 
program, "The Political Obituary of Richard 
Nixon," which includes remarks by Alger 
Hiss, involved significant free speech and 
free press issues. 

"The airing of such programs," the Union 
told FCC Chairman Newton J. Minow, 
"clearly illustrates the First Amendment 
right of dissent in a free society." 

The decision of stations WHNC in New 
Haven and WFIL in Philadelphia not to 
carry the Smith program was within the 
right of stations to determine the content of 
their own programs, the Union said. "Diffi- 
cult as it may seem to some, we believe this 
right must be safeguarded if the principle 
of self-decision on news presentation is to 
be preserved. If the principle of self-deter- 
mination on editorial matters is not pre- 
served what alternative is there? Outside 
control, presumably by the FCC, is the ob- 
vious answer, and such control we would 
oppose." 

Nevertheless, such a decision "as in the 
case of the Smith program," said the Union, 
"may deprive an entire community of ex- 
posure on their air of a particular subject 
because it is controversial. Therefore, we 
regret the decision of the owners of the 
stations concerned in New Haven and Phila- 
delphia to drop the Smith program." 

Hagerty's statement, which the ACLU en- 
dorsed — along with F.C.C. Chairman Minow 
and President Kennedy — included the fol- 
lowing: 

"The issue deals with the basic American 
principle of freedom of the press, of ex- 
change of ideas, free speech, free assent and 
dissent. ... To yield to prior censorship 
and the pressures of personal attack and 
economic boycott is to surrender the basic 
right of freedom of the press. This right we 
will never surrender — or compromise. To do 
so would be to betray our responsibility as a 
news medium. If we are weakened, you are 
weakened, for if through fear or intimida- 
tion we fail to provide all the news, good or 
bad, favorable or unfavorable — then you, the 
citizens of the nation, cannot be properly 
informed."

ACLU Backs Free Speech 
Rights of Segregationists 

The ACLU asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
on November 5 to hear an appeal from Ala- 
bama court rulings which denied two men 
the right to challenge the constitutionality 
of two Fairfield, Ala., ordinances which were 
used to bar a pro-segregationist political 
party from holding a meeting in a private 
hall. 

The case concerns Edward R. Fields, in- 
formation director, and Robert Lyons, youth 
organizer, of the segregationist National 
States Rights Party. In October 1961 they 
were enjoined, under two Fairfield ordi- 
nances, from distributing handbills and from 
holding a meeting without permission from 
the mayor. Both ordinances, the ACLU 
charges, are unconstitutional on their face, 
and despite contrary rulings by the Alabama 
courts the Union holds the two men are 
entitled to challenge their constitutionality. 

State Senator Appointed 
Minnesota CLU Executive 

Minnesota State Senator Jack (John T.) 
Davies, 30, a Minneapolis attorney, was 
named part-time Executive Secretary of the 
Minnesota Civil Liberties Union in Novem- 
ber. (In the same month he was also elected 
to his second term in the State Legislature.) 

"The ACLU has established a tradition of 
courage and uncompromising dedication to 
the Bill of Rights," said Sen. Davies. "I hope 
we can maintain that tradition." 

Commenting on the Union's educational 
role, he continued: "We have available to 
tis theHbest device known in /education, In 
that we deal with concrete, real cases. The 
problems we attack have flesh and blood to 
them. The people involved have names. The 
time and place is here and now. Therefore, 
if we can persuade the citizen to put himself 
mentally in the place of the person who has 
been deprived of his liberties, we can help 
the citizen understand civil liberties and his 
own involvement witr|the rightsgf ot 



Sen. Committee Approves 
McNamara Speech Policy 

The Senate Subcommittee headed by Sen- 
ator John Stennis (Dem., Miss.), which 
since September 1961 has been investigating 
charges that military leaders were behug 
"muzzled" in their public discussions of 
Communism and the cold war, in October^ 
issued a report concluding that prior deal/* 
ance of officers' speeches by the Deferise 
Department was "necessary and in the best 
interests of the nation." It added, however, 
that some of the changes made by the De- 
partment in such speeches "defy logical 
explanation. There is evidence of incon- 
sistency, caprice, personal judgment, and 
even irresponsibility." 

Senator Strom Thurmond (Dem., S. G), 
who brought the charges, dissented from 
the stand taken by the other seven members 
of the committee; his dissent fills 157 pages 
of the 203 pages in the report. 




In March 1962 the ACLU declared that 
restrictions on the speech of military person- 
nel imposed to "prevent belief that they 
are stating government policy" raises no civil 
liberties issue. 

Suits Against Federal Officials 
Made Simpler by Change in Law 

A new law passed by Congress last fall, 
amending Section 1391 of Title 28 of the 
United States Code, makes it possible to 
bring legal action locally against an official 
or agency of the federal government. Here- 
tofore, such actions had to be brought in jc3 
District of Columbia. 

It is expected that ACLU affiliates and 
their chapters will find this amendment a 
boon, since it will eliminate the expenses 
previously involved in filing such suits in 
Washington, D. C.

I would like to ask you anoth- 
er favor. Will it be possible for 
you. through your ACLU con- 
tacts and friends in California 
to aid us in soliciting food, 
clothing and funds for many 
Negro Misslssippians who are in 
the predicament of not having 
a paycheck from now until late 
April. The bulk of these people 
aie tenant fanners ami share 
crop|>ers. Many in past years 
have been the recipients of sur- 
plus food and welfare from the 
local and national government. 
In this progiam there are local 
and national governmental ties. 
If the local government does not 
choose to |>arttclpate In the sur- 
plus food program, that ends it 
for that particular community. 

Much of the unemployment is 
due to a good weather season 
for gathering the cotton crop. 
Wh'le we noimally have cotton 
until after Christmas, this year 
most of Hie cotton was gathered 
before Thanksgiving. Paychecks 
stop when the cotton is in and 
do not begin again until cotton 
chopping which is in late April 
or early May.

President's 
Statement 
On Rights 

The following is the text 
of the proclamation Issued 
by President Kennedy for 
Rill of Rights Day and Hu- 
man Rights Day: 

WHEREAS December 1ft, 
' 1962, marks the fourteenth 
anniversary of the adoption 
by the Vnlted Nations of 
the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights as a common 
standard or achievement Tor 
all nations and alt peoples; 
and 

WHEREAS the Universal 
Declaration of Human 
Rights was brought Into be- 
ing under the leadership of 
our beloved citizen, Eleanor 
Roosevelt, during the years 
when she served as a Rep- 
resentative of the United 
States In the United Na- 
tions; and 

WHEREAS December 15, 
1962, marks the one hun- 
dred and seventy-first anni- 
versary of the adoption of 
the first ten amendments 
to the Constitution of the 
United States, which are 
known as the Bill of Rights; 
and 

WHEREAS the principles 
of freedont and justice in 
our Bill or Rights are em- 
bodied In the Universal Dec- 
laration of Human Rights 
which Is gaining ever more 
recognition In countries 
throughout the world; and 

WHEREAS the Congress, 
in Senate Joint Resolution 
No. 0u nppm'icd Octohcr 'J, 
19U2, has requested the 
President to designate De- 
cember 15, 1862, as Bill of 
Rights Day: 

NOW, Til ERIC PORE, I, 
JOHN P. KKNNEOY, Pres- 
ident of the United States 
of America, do hereby pro- 
claim December io, 1062, 
as Human Rights Day and 
Decern her 15, 1962 as BUI 
of Rights liny, and eall on 
the people of the United 
States, on schools and on 
civic, patriotic and religious 
organizations to observe De- 
cember 10-17 as II u m a n 
Rights Week, in order to 
celebrate the blessings of 
liberty for our country and 
the equal and inalienable 
rights of all members of the 
human family. 

Let us shoulder our re- 
sponsibilities, as trustees of 
freedom, to make the Bill 
of Rights a reatltj for all 
our citizens, j^et us reach - 
ho;, ond the rears, that di- 
vlde nations to make com- 
mon cause |ur the promo- 
tion or greater understand- 
ing ot right and justice tor 
all, and In so doing 
strengthen our faith In the 
reason and conscience of 
men on the basis for a true 
and lasting jwace. 

IN WITNESS WHERE- 
OF, I have hereunto set my 
ha ud and ca u sed t he Seal 
of the United States of 
America to be affixed. 

Done at thr city of Wash- 
ington this 28th day of No- 
vember In the >eur of our 
Lord nineteen hundred and 
sl\ty-two, and of the Inde- 
pendence of the United 
States of America the one 
hundred and eighty-seventh. 
JOHN F. KENNEDY 



Catholic Croup 
Backs Police 
Review Boards 

The Catholic Council on Civil Liberties, a national or- 
ganization, has Issued a statement advocating the estab- 
lishment of police review boards. 

The statement referred to a report by the 1961 Com- 
mission on Civil Rights that "police brutality is still a ser- 
ious problem throughout the 



United States." 

The CCCL asserted that the 
single most powerful answer to 
police brutality is a police leader 
who will not tolerate it, arid 
that the single most potent rea- 
son for police brutality is a po- 
lice leader who assumes a per- 
missive attitude toward it." 

But, the state m e n t said, 
"CCCL also believer that a po- 
lice advisory board or police re- 
view board, composed of distin- 
guished private citUens Inde- 
pendent of the police agency, di- 
rectly hearing complaints from 
citizens against policemen, and 
making recommendations to the 
police administrator, can, with 
a highly motivated police leader, 
work well to eradicate police Il- 
legality and Immorality. The po- 
lice advisory board allows for 
public scrutiny of police i*rrsnn- 
nel, operations, policy and pro- 
cedure, and for the transmission 
of advice and recommendations 
to the law enforcement adminis- 
trator from a cltUen body. 

"CCCL is uncquivically opposed 
to any advisory or review board 
proposal which would interfere 
with the authority and power of 
the police administrator, for he 
mu>t be held responsible for the 
ojieralions of the department 
and for ihe actions of every man 
on it. This means that he must 
control the selection, promotion, 
transfer and discipline of his 
(KMsonnel. Tills means that if he 
does not discharge this respon- 
sibility hy the use c,f his author- 
ity, he must be loplaecd by a 
more highly motivated public 
seivant," the statement said. 

The group also acknowledged 
improvements l>eing made by 
Jaw- enfoi cement agencies and 
pledged cooiwratioii "with prop- 
er iKjlice efforts towaul proper 
police goals." 

The Fourth Annual Report of 
the Police Advisory Board of 
Philadelphia indicates that per- 
haps there Is a trend toward 
"better understanding between 
the community and the police." 

This report, published last 
month, cited a total of 312 com- 
plaints since its inception four 
years ago with the number de- 
creasing in the fouith year. 

The board which meets at 
least once a month has adopted 
the following procedures to pro- 
cess complaints: 

1. When a complaint is receiv- 
ed that comes within the juris- 
diction of the Board, the Board 
sends a copy of the complaint 
with a request to the Police 
Commissioner that the matter 
be investigated. The investiga- 
tion is conducted b> the chief 
insi>ector of the Community Re- 
lations Division of the Police 
Department. The investigation 
report, which consists of inter- 
views with the complainant, 
witne^es. and the policeman in- 
volved, is forwai-ded to the 
Board. The Board icquires that 
all complaints be s'gncd by the 
complainant. 

2. The Board, in reviewing the 
report, initially determines if 
the complaint justifies a public 



hearing. If there Is not Miff ieient 
jitstiiication. the complainant is 
notified but Is given further op- 
portunity to request a public 
hearing. If the request Is not 
forthcoming, the file Is marked, 
"closed.** 

3. When the board consjdeis 
that a public hearing is justified, 
or it is specially requested by 
the complainant, a date is set 
for the hearing. The complain- 
ant is notified of the healing hy 
mail and is requested to bring 
all pertinent witnesses. The ix>- 
Ho officer involved is also noti- 
fied. 

■1. At the hearing, the police- 
man is represented by counsel 
and the complainant is also fre- 
quently .so represented. The po- 
liceman Is furnished with a copy 
of the complaint prior to the 
hearing. 

3. At the conclusion of the 
hearing, the Board sends its 
recommendations to the Mn>or 
with copies (o the Managing Di- 
rector and to the Police Com- 
missioner. 

Recommend a t i o n s of the 
Bon id include suspensions with 
l^ss of pay, departmental icprl- 
mnnds, and letters of apology 
written by the Department or 
the officer - or a finding that 
the complaint was unjustified. 

The - Board has found I hat 
most of the complaints received 
last >eur were handled without 
resorting to healings. Often the 
duties of the policeman ai'c ex- 
plained, so the citi/en may <ce 
tl>e justification for the police- 
man's action. Many of the com- 
plainants nro no! inicieslcd in 
having disciplinary action taken 
against the offending officer Uil 
meiely want an apology and a 
statement that their rights will 
lie respected in the future. 

In these instances the Board 
has acted as a safety \.»lve In 
the community. "It is no longer 
neiessary for a citi/en, who has 
felt himself wronged by police 
actions, lo harbor resentment 
within himself, or to spread hos- 
tile feelings throughout the 
community." 

The report states that '"the 
unique experiment of the Police 
Advisory Board has been a sub- 
ject of great interest lo police 
administrators, interested citi- 
zens and civil libertarians. 

"The Boaid has operated to 
air the public's grievances 
against improper i>o)ice action 
and at the same time to protect 
the policeman from unfair 
charges."

Kerr Asks 
End to Free 
SpeechBan 



A resolution urging the res- 
cinding of "these restrictions on 
freedom of speech that still ex- 
ist in the university community" 
was presented to the Regents 
or ihe University of California 
by UC President Clark Kerr at 
a meeting of the Board in Los 
Angeles last month. 

The resolution opposing the 
Regent's ban on communist 
•Shakers, was* sent to Kerr by 
the Berkeley Chapter of the 
American Assn. of Uni\ ersity 
Piofessors, which has some 30,- 
000 members nationally. 

The group, in its statement, 
asserted that "The appearance 
of speaker* on campus is part of 
the instructional function of the 
univcisity, and to icstrict the 
university's range of choice in 
speakers is to restrict its intel- 
lectual function 

"In our classroom we try to 
present various points »t \lv\v 
dispassionately, hut si committed 
speaker cm bodies a point of 
view passionately, iitul the In- 
structional xuliie of s u c h di»- 
rilsiy is cnnrtiious. If uc are con* 
vlnccd that a point of view Is 
in error, wo should he all the 
more happy to /allow its full 
sclf-c\posurc. 

"To rc->tiii l the expression of 
that point of view implies fear 
ami dlsliust of the efficacy of 
free investigation." 

The AAUP statement cited 
the words of President Arthur 
Fleming of the University of 
Oregon when a controversy 
arose because a member of the 
Communist Party was allowed 
to speak on the campus of that 
university. Fleming said, "The 
University by its very nature 
cannot pay lip service to the 
concept of needom of expres- 
sion and then deny persons with 
whom it is in sharp disagree- 
ment the opportunity of giving 
expression to their views," 

Krrr, in presenting the state- 
ment to the Board, noted that 
tlie hau on communist .speakers 
has been challenged by a court 
action and an appeal Is pending. 

He said it is unlikely the Re- 
gents will consider the matter 
until there is a final ruling by 
the court. 

He was refering to an AC1AJ 
kicked suit by a group or Uni- 
versity of California (Riverside) 
students asking the court for a 
writ compelling the Regents to 
allow them to invite a Commu- 
nist Tarty mcml>er to debate 
ointments on the question of 
whether tlie Communist Party 
should be outlawed in the 
United States, 

Tlie lower court denied the 
writ and the case is on appeal 
before the Fourth District Court 
of Appeal. 



they had been convicted of vio- 
lation of the Selective Service 
and Training Act and served 
terms in federal prison after re- 
fusing lo legislcr for the draft 
because of religious and moral 
reasons. 

A. L. Wiiin, chief counsel for 
ACLU, argued that taking away 
a person's voting rights after he 
has completed his punishment 
for a crime constitutes ciuel and 
unusual punishment in violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment. 

Deputy County Counsel Ed- 
w.trd II. Gaylor, defending Hlte, 
ashed the court to dismiss the 
suit on the ground that Hite 
was within the law* in refusing 
to register any person convicted 
of a felony. 

Judge Patton has the case 
under submission. 

Meanwhile. l>cfi>rc the hearing, 
Tally was allowed to lcgistei* 
for voting. The county counsel 
decided that because Tally had 
pleaded nolo crnlcndeic in the 
Federal Court at the time of his 
original trial for violation cf the 
Selective ScivRu and Ti .lining 
Act, that a sentence following 
such a p!ea was not a conviction 
within the Slate Constitutional 
provision which ACLU is chal- 
lenging. 

In the Federal Court, when a 
person Is charged with an of- 
fense, three pleas can he enter- 
ed: guilt.v, not guilty, or nolo 
contendere. If the defendent 
pleads guilty and is sentenced, 
then he Is convicted. If he 
pleads not guilty ami Is then 
found guilty and sentenced, he 
Is convicted. Nolo contendere 
means the defendent sajs In ef- 
fect, "I will not contest the 
charge. Do with me what jou 
will." 

Even though Tally was found 
guilty and sentenced by Uic Fed- 
eral Court, the county counsel 
took the position that because 
of his plea, he was not convict- 
ed and therefore he was entitled 
to register.

CaseUnder 

Submission 

The Appellate Department of 
the Superior Ccurt heard oial 
aigumcnl, last movth, of the 
case cf Ernie Smith, convicted 
of violating a city ordinance pro- 
hibiting display of pictures 
which depict the nude human 
form. 

Hugh Manes tvpioented 
Smith and ACLU attorneys, A. 
L. Whin and Fred Okiand filed 
a friend of the c«.url biief. 

The ACLU brief, which chal- 
lenges l^os Angeles Municipal 
Code Sectlrn 4101(c). states in 
part. "Although the onUnanrc, 
in >eckmg lo prohibit the seeing 
of 'the female b:casl or hi casts' 
and 'the pubic region' is un- 
doubtedly unconstitution.il be- 
cause of vagueness, we turn di- 
rectly lo the ficc .sj>eech ques- 
tion involved. 

*"In seeking to censor nudity, 
qua nudity, indeed, something 
les-s than nudity, and thus in 
striking al expression which is 
not obscene, the ordinance runs 
afoul of the Constitution." 

The brief cites the opinion of 
Ihe Supreme Court in the case 
of Itoth v. United States. "... 
Sex and obscenity aie not syn- 
onymous. . . . The portrayal of 
sex, e. g.. in art, literature and 
scientific works, is not itself 
sufficient reason lo deny mater- 
ial the constitutional protect urn 
of freedom of si«ech and press 

The brief says further, '"the 
ordinance at bar does not even 
pietend to be aimed at obsceni- 
ty. It, on its face, is aimed at 
nudity whether obscene or not, 
thus permitting criminal sanc- 
tions against material protected 
by the First Amendment . , . 

"Under (this ordinance) some 
of our culture's greatest works 
of art would be barred from dis- 
play. Such an ordinance runs 
afoul of the Constitution ..." 

In his argument befoic the 
cowt, Wirin sard, 'This ordi- 
nance was drawn with a broom 
rather than an artist's subtle 
Iw-ush." 

Tlie court has the case under 
submission. 



Addiction Ruled 
Like Disease' 

By A. 1- WIK1N

In the case of Robinson v. California, the United States 
Supreme Court, In an opinion by Justice Stewart (over the 
dissents of Justices Clark and While), upset a conviction in 
the L.A. Municipal Court and ruled unconstitutional a 
California state statute which makes it a crime to be a 
narcotics addict. The court con- 



sideied the conditkn of being 
addicted to narcotic* similar to 
being the victim of a disease, 
noting; 

,- lt is unlikely that any State 
at this moment in history would 
attempt to make it a criminal 
offense for a j«rson to bt» men- 
ially ill. of a Icier, or to 1k» af- 
flicted with a \eneieal disease. 
... in the light t,t conlemj>o- 
i a> y hum.m kn .w ledge, a law 
which made a cinninal offence 
of Miih a disease would doubt- 
less be un:vct>ally thought to Ik> 
an infliction of ciuel and unus- 
ual punishment in violation of 
the Eighth and Fourteenth 
Amendments." 

The court concluded: " . . . 
We hold that a state law which 
impris>ns a i>eison thus afflict- 
ed, as a criminal, even though 
he has never touched any nar- 
cotic ding within Ihe State or 
l>een guilty of any irregular be- 
havior there, inflicts a cruel and 
unusual punishment in violat ion 
of the Fourteenth Amendment," 

•Justice Douglas, concurring hi 
the court's ruling, explained 
more fully the origins of. ami 
the scope of the Eighth Amend- 
ment. He said: "The Eighth 
Amendment expresses the revul- 
sion of civilized man against 
barbarous, acts -— the Vry uf 
horror* against man's inhuman- 
ity to his fellow man. 

"By t he t ime of C>ke, en- 
lightenment was coming as ic- 
sj)eets the insane. Coke >anl 
that t he execut ion of a mad- 
man 'should be a miserable 
spectacle, both against law, and 
of c.xtieme inhumanity and cru- 
elly, and can be no example to 
others.' 

•We should >how the sime 
discernment lespecting ding ad- 
diction. The addict is a sick 
person." 

He concluded: "We would for- 
get the teachings of the Eighth 
Amendment if we allowed sick- 
ness to be made a crime and 
permitted sick people to be imn- 
ished for being sick. This age 



..f odlghtcnmcnt cannot toler- 
ate suHi bniharoUs action." 

The Supreme Court's decision 
was promptly met by outspoken 
hostility from law enforcement — 
niftier*, led both by I««s Ange- 
les' Chief of Toller ami the City 
At tor my. 

Tlie latter immeJi.itely oseer- 
i.i mod that the defendant KxJ 
l»oen dead, not only at the t'mc 
*A the decision, but even taforc 
tl»c argument of the case in the 
Supreme Court. Accoidingly. Jn 
a Petit » /n for Rehearing « f the 
ciiirt's action, he urged thai tbo 
niling l<e vacated, on the M 
the case was moot. 

Although Ihe rules of the Su- 
preme Court provide for n-> op- 
position to a Petition foi Re- 
hearing, ihe ACLU of So. Calif, 
-ubmilicd an opposition, by way 
of a brief as a "friend of the 
court," accompanied by a foi- 
mal motion for leave lo file the 
brsef. 

On November IS, 1002, the Su- 
preme Court entered an nrdtr, 
allowing our appearance sis sx 
"friend of the court," ami the 
tiling of our brief; at the simo 
time, the court dividing 6 to 8, 
denied a rehearing, ttm> leaving 
in effect it* significant decision. 

Justice Clark, for himself and 
for Jusnces Harlan nnd Stew- 
art, objected to the court's ao 
iMfl, stating that it was "con- 
tiaiy to the general policy this 
Court has always followed," ar- 
guing, "Under our decisions ibis 
appeal abated as moot upon the 
death of tlie appellant." 

The majority of the Court, 
pursuant to its pt act ice of not 
wining an opinion, when a ic- 
hcaring is denied, made no ex- 
planation. 

In our "friend of the c< urt" 
I. ricf, we niged: "Most human 
things wish most lo leave after 
tliem »— not power, which cer- 
tainly is si>enl with their death, 
nor wcolth, which is often sj>ent 
(disjointed) soon after the death

Press Freedom Case Heard 



The Appellate Dept. of Ihe 
San Bernardino Supeiior Couit 
heard two ACLU sponsored 
cases involving distribution of 
the Socialist Labor Party news- 
paper, "Weekly People," on Fii- 
day, Jan. 25 In the San Bernar- 
dino County Courthouse. 

In People vs. Cinovic. Sieve 
Cinovic was atTestetl, trieil and 
convicted in the City of Eon tana 
for having a rack containing 
"Weekly People" on public prop- 
erty chained to a traffic signal, 
in violation of a city oixti nance 
which states in part, "No per- 
son, except with permission of 
the City Council, shall place any 
card, banner, |>enant, handbill, 
sign, pcsler, or advei tisement cr 
notice of any kind . . . upon 
public proi>eity ..." 

ACIA T counsel, Tony (■erain, 
contended in his brief that the 
orillnanee itself is unconstitu- 
tional because it violates the 
guarantees of freedom of tlie 
press In that "expression by 
writing may be permitted in the 
absolute and utter discretion of 
the City Council without any 
standards whatsoever to guide 
it." 

The brief also states that 
Cinovic was domed his consti- 
tutional right of equal protec- 
tion under the law as "the ev i- 
dence shows . . . that tlie Or- 
dinance has never been applied 
against any other newspaper 
distributor who utilized and does 
utilbc a news rack on the pub- 
lic sidewalk in Eon tana for dis- 
Unbution of a newspaper, except 



for tlie defendant . . . the evi- 
dence shows that Crnovic was 
singled out after a public attack 
by a Reverend Hmcklc upon the 
dlMiihution and sale of "Week- 
ly People," and prosecuted for 
activity, condoned in the past 
and even now, on the part of ihe 
City of Eoniana and ils police." 

In the case of People vs. (ill- 
h'sple, Ia!o <5lllesi>le was arrest- 
ed, tried and convicted for dis. 
tributing "Weekly People" in 
Fontana without a business II-

Of course we will not change our plans;, but it would be extremely helpful 
if we knew precisely what to expect, if anything. We predict a small 
'fceign of terror" in our area. You see, we have been superficially labeled 
a "beatnik publication"; and a good number of local police officers 
regard us as something akin to "communist nigger-lovers". In short, we're 
integrated ; and they hate us for it. This, as we're sure you can readily 
believe, is highly suspect behavior.

consideration) , has recently been exposed to the sort of persecution 
developed by the police for handling local minority group s. We d o not 
intend our forthcoming issue to be solely a defense of Mr J | but, as 

you can understand, it adds a certain incentive. What we do intend to 
cover with some completeness is the Black Muslim case- Knowing that the 
police carry a bigger hard-on for them than they do for us, we are 
perhaps not too paranoiac to expect some trouble. If you can offer advice 
or caution in any general way we would greatly appreciate it. I think 
this particular fight is common to us

II NEW MEMBERSHIP 

A. Meetings 

1. At each chapter meeting, prospects attend. They should be r 
•■welcomed by a hospitality committee, and introduced to the - 

chapter leaders. New members attending for the first time \ 

should be interested in a chapter committee. % 

2. During each meeting, five minutes should be devoted to an 
appeal for membership, both to prospects to join, and for 
present members to recruit their friends. 

3.. An attendance sheet should be circulated and one copy sent 
to the office, who will send appeals to prospects. The 
chapters should call the prospects prior to the next meeting, 
to invite them to attend, and to join. 

4. A meeting every three to six months should be planned which is 
aimed at attracting many non-members. In some cases several 
chapters would co-sponsor the meeting. An example of a public 
meeting of this type; a panel of psychiatrists discuss the 
radical mind.

B. Gbtain prospect lists of sympathetic organizations . (Peace groups, 
political clubs, 'integration groups, etc.) Within each chapter 
area there arc groups of people friendly to ACLU. The chapters 
should discuss which organizations would be likely, other organi- 
zations they are members of, and try to obtain the lists. The 
office will then send out membership solicitations. 

C. Obtain Prospects from Members in the Chap Lor Area . The very best 
results from our new membership letters are from letters from the 
member to his friend. The Open Forum is currently running a box 
for prospect names; however, the returns from the members have 
been small. 

It is urged that the chapters organize to call their members asking 
for prospect names. The office will then have personal letters 
typed, 

D. Follow-Up on Prospects who Contact office . Throughout each year 
several hundred people contact the office for information re ACLU. 
The chapters should phone to invite these prospects to the next 
meeting, and to join. The office will give the names to the 
membership chairman. 

E. Contact Long Delinquent Members . There are several thousand long - 
delinquents. It is suggested that, after the current phoning is 
concluded, a methodical phoning of these delinquents be undertaken.

Chapter Responsibilities in the 
Renewal and Promotion of Membership 



if RENEWAL . 

. As of April 1st, there will be about 2,000 members who gave xn 1962, but 
have not yet renewed for this year. They received notices Jan. 1, Feb. 1, and 
Mar. i: Additional letters will do no good; a telephone call is necessary. 

The importance of' your phoning is reflected by the fact that the telephoning 
in 1962 brought in 800 delinquent members— totaling about $8000. Thus your help \ 
■ is crucially important in providing funds to carry out the work of ACLU: The 
phoning should accomplish several things: by receiving a personal call, the mem- 
ber is impressed by ACLU's need for HIS support; also, if the member cannot con- 
tribute at the present time, but will promise to do so at a particular future 
date, he can be reminded by. the office; and also, if the member has lost interest 
in ACLU, his name can be dropped, avoiding further waste of time and money on hxm. 

Procedure and Responsibility: Membership Chairman . The membership chair- . 
, man will line up his telephoners beginning now, and will receive two sets of 
delinquent cards, plus renewal envelopes. He will note on his set of cards the 
telephoners who will contact each delinquent, and send the duplicate set, and 
envelopes, to the telephoners. (No telephoner should be responsible for callxng 
more than 12 delinquents.) 

The Membership Chairman will call his phoners each week for reports, and 
inform them of those members that renewed subsequent to the phoning. (The ACLU . 
office will keep the Membership Chairman up to date on recent renewals.) 

Procedure a nd Res ponsibility: Telephoner . The telephoner will call each 
of the delinquents assigned to him, using if he desires, the conversation out- 
lined below. He will note the response on each card, send a return envelope to 
the delinquent that agrees to renew, and send personal notes to those dclxnquents 
who agreed to renew -and did not do so. The Membership Chairman will keep the 
phoner up to date on recent renewals. 

Timetable . From now to 4/7 - Membership Chairmen line up telephoners. 

[ 4/7 5/1 - Telephoners contact delinquents. 

. 4/15 5/1 - Membership Chairmen call phoners for re- 
sults, and inform them of recent renewals. 
5/15 — 6/1 - Phoners send personal notes- to those de- 
linquents who promised to renew and failed 
to do so. 

5/1 - phoners return cards to Membership Chairmen, 

who return to ACLU office. 

Suggested Conversation : "This is calling for the American 

Civil Liberties Union. I have been asked to call some of the members in our area 
who have not renewed their memberships this year, to urge them to do so. Can we 
count on your help at this time?" 

If "yes" — thank them and send renewal envelope. 

If "maybe"- mention extra need for this year because of supporting lobbyist 
in Sacramento .--thus their help badly needed. 

If "can't now, but will later" — try to get date, so office can send re- 
minder at that time. 

If "won't renew" — suggest office send him literature outlining ACLU 
particular stand.

ACLU Defends Both 
Sides in Bullock's Suit 

By A. L. WIRIN, ACLU Chief Counsel 
In January, Bullock's filed a suit in the Los Angeles 

Superior Court against the "Committee to Publicize the Sale 

of Communist Goods on the Local Business Scene," and the 

members of that group. 

The suit complained that members of the Committee 

had entered some of Bullock's 



stores and surreptitiously in- 
»*^ed leaflets in some of the 
merchandise for sale. The leaf- 
lets read in part, "Always buy 
your Communist imports at 
Bullock's.' 

Bullock's asserted the leaf- 
lets were designed to convey 
the impression that Bullock's 
was pro-Communist. It sought 
an injunction in two respects: 

1) A narrow injunction re- 
straining the insertion of the 
leaflets in Bullock's goods at 
Bullock's stores; 

2) A broad injunction re- 
training the Committee and its 
members so that, in effect, they 
would be barred from making 
statements anywhere — either 
on a picket line or on the radio 
— that persons should not pa- 
ionize Bullock's because Bul- 

iuJk's was selling merchandise 
imported from Communist 
countries. 

It seemed clear to our Legal 
Action Committee, and later to 
our Board of Directors, that 
such a broad injunction, if is- 
sued, would violate the First 
Amendment, 

Accordingly, ACLTJ counsel 
appeared in the case, as a 
"friend of the court," Judge 
Kenneth Chantry having made 
an order allowing our appear- 
ance. 

In the brief which we filed, 



we stated that ordinarily we 
appear in a case supporting 
the position of one side; in this 
case, for the first lime, we are 
in effect appearing in support 
of positions of both sides. 

When the case came on for 
hearing. Bullock's attorneys 
advised us that they agreed 
with the First Amendment ar- 
gument in our brief and would 
not seek a broad injunction. 
We then found ourselves es- 
sentially with Bullock's posi- 
tion — except that Bullock's 
lawyers made a point that 
members of the "Committee." 
had refused to identify other 
members and otherwise had re- 
fused to testify, invoking the 
Fifth Amendment. 

We urged that the Amend- 
ment is as available to anti- 
Communists, as it is to all cit- 
izens and thus also to the 
Committee and its members — 
even though we characterized 
the leaflet as a "shabby smear- 
sheet." 

Judge Chantry granted a 
narrow injunction. His ruling 
discloses that he is not with- 
out a sense of humor. He said: 

"It is the opinion of this 
Court that an injunction 
should issue enjoining and re- 
straining the defendants from 
entering upon the premises of 
the plaintiff (Bullock's Inc.)

Integration 
Plan Given 
LA. Board 

Mrs. LaRec Caughey, chair- 
man, ACLU Education Com- 
mittee, has asked the Los An- 
geles Board of Education to 
keep integration a single and 
clear issue. 

In a letter to the Board, 
Mrs. Caughey said: 

"In the recent discussions 
with the Los Angeles City 
Board of Education's special 
committee to consider equal 
educational opportunities in 
our schools, there was a tend- 
ency to couple integration 
with human relations pro- 
posals. A human relations pro- 
gram is not synonymous with 
integration. Los Angeles' en- 
lightened human relations pro- 
gram is not geared to accel- 
erate integration. It operates 
within the individual school en- 
rollment delivered by the pres- 
ent residential pattern. Long 
after integration becomes a 
reality there still will be need 
for the strongest program of 
individual counseling and en- 
richments for the deprived. Ex- 
c e 1 1 e n t and praiseworthy 
though the paliative and rem- 
edial programs may be, they 
are no substitute for integra- 
tion. There is an underlying 
validity in the assertion of the 
Supreme Court in Brown v. 
Board of Education that 'sep- 
arate educational facilities are 
inherently unequal, 1 " 



ACLU counsel A. L. Wirin and Fred Okrand filed a friend 
of the court brief last month in a case involving racial dis- 
crimination in the sale of homes. 

The brief is in support of California v. Don Wilson Build- 
rs, a suit by the California Attorney General against tract 
builders for an injunction to 



enforce the public policy of the 
Unruh Civil Rights Act by re- 
straining them from discrimi- 
nating against Negro buyers. 

This is tho first time an At- 
torney General of California 
has filed a court case seeking 
an injunction against racial dis- 
crimination. 

In support of the right of the 
Attorney General to sue in this 
case, the ACLU brief says, 
"The issue here is not a private 
controversy; it is a public mat- 
ter in every sense of the word. 
. . . Condonntion of racial dis- 
crimination in general . . . and 
of racial discrimination in hous- 
ing in particular, is contrary to 
the public policy of the state 
and nation. Surely, then, 
there can be no more appropri- 
ate party plaintiff to vindicate 
the public policy of the state 
than the People themselves act- 
ing through their highest law 
enforcement officer." 

The brief ciles eases in which 
the United States Attorney 
(Jcnernl has taken positive ac- 
tion lo "effectuate the public 
policy of Iho United States 
against racial, and other dis- 
crimination with the consent of 
the Supreme Court," and quotes 



in part the statement of the 
President of the United States: 
"Racial restrictive conven- 
nnts on real property . . . are 
responsible for the creation of 
isolated areas in which over- 
crowded racial minorities are 
confined, and in which living 
conditions are steadily worsen- 
ed. The avenues of escape are 
being narrowed and reduced. 
As lo the people so trapped, 
there is no life in the accepted 
sense of the word; liberty is a 
mockery, and the right to pur- 
sue heppineps a phrase with- 
out meaning, empty of hope 
and reality. This situation can- 
not be reconciled with the spirit 
of mutual tolerance and respect 
for the dignity and rights of 
the individual which give vital- 
ity to our democratic way of 
life The time has come to de- 
stroy these evils which threat- 
en the safety of our free so- 
ciety!" 

The case will be heard on 
April 16 En Los Angeles Super- 
ior Court by J-idge Alfred Git- 
tleson. Judge Gittleson recent- 
ly issued the first court injunc- 
tion in California banning raci- 
al discrimination in housing in 
the ACLU sponsored case of 
McLennan v. Banning Gardens. 



Supreme Court Will 
Hear HUAC Case 

An ACLU of Southern California sponsored case, involv- 
ing harrassment of witnesses by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, is scheduled to be heard by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in Washington on April 20. 

The suit, filed on behalf of Donald Wheeldin and Admir- 
al Dawson against HUAC in- 
vestigator William Wheeler, 
charges the Committee sub- 



poenaed Wheeler and Dawson 
"knowing and intending that 
they be questioned about their 
beliefs and associates so that 
they would be publicly har- 
assed and pilloried, because 
their views were unpopular." 

The complaint also charges 
the Committee investigator 
served the subpoena on Daw- 
son at his place of employ- 
ment and while he was on the 
job in order to cause his loss 
of job and that the purpose 
was achieved* 

Maintaining that the process 
of the Committee is void be- 
cause it violates constitutional 
rights to freedom of speech 
and association, the suit seeks 
damages by way of relief. 

The suit, filed originally in 
the U. S. District Court, was 
dismissed on the ground that 
there was no fedeial jurisdic- 
tion over a suit for damages 
against a United States offi- 
cial. ACLU appealed and the 
U. S. Court of Appeals re- 
versed the order. 

The Federal Court nevt 
ruled that the complaint did 
not state a cause of action. 
Again ACLU appealed, but 
this time the Appellate Court 
upheld the ruling on the 
ground thai Wheeler w as

Right to Counsel 
Rulings Upheld 

On March 18, the t\ S. 
Supreme Court decided a 
group of cases upholding 
the right to counsel in crim- 
inal prosecutions both at the 
time of trial and on appeal. 

The ACLL of Southern 
California actively partici- 
pated in Douglas v. Califor- 
nia, a case involving the 
right to counsel on appeal; 
the National ACLU partici- 
pated in Gideon v. Cochran, 
a case involving the right to 
counsel at the time of trial.

Dear Dr. Monroe: 
I first learned that the Scn- 
"nle Internal Security Sub-Com- 
mittee had subpoenaed a num- 
ber of my constituents con- 
lieotcd with Pacifica Founda- 
tion on the day before the 
hearings were scheduled. There 
is no requirement that a com- 
mittee notify other Senators 
when hearings will be held and 
it appears thai the Committee 
did proceed in accordance with 
the lesolution creating it. How- 
ever, upon learning of the sub- 
poena and prior to the hear- 
ings, 1 spoke to Senator Keat- 
ing of New York who is a 
member. I told him that some 
who had been subpoenaed were 
people of standing and repute 
in my state, that I did not 
know what subject would be 
pursued in the inquiry, but 
that I did not want any inno- 
cent people tarnished. 

There will be further hear- 
ings and. particularly since 
those subpoenaed desire it, I 
have notified Senator Keating 
that I woidd urge public hear- 
ings the next time the Commit- 
tee meets on this subject. Whe- 
ther the hearings are open or 
closed is within the jurisdic- 
tion of the committee itself. 
Sometimes when hearings are 
public, innocent people are 
needlessly damaged. Neverthe- 
less, since some of those sub- 
poenaed have demanded open 
btarings, I told Senator Keat- 
ing that I would urge consid- 
eration by the Committee of 
their request for open hear- 
ings when this subject is again 
before it. 

My views on this general 
subject are these: I do not be- 
lieve the Federal Government 
constitutionally can or should 
control the press, which in- 
cludes radio and television.

As a matter 
of fact, the Democratic Party 
ruled that all members of our 
party who serve on the Com- 
mittee must be lawyers. Two 
of the Democratic members of 
the Committee are members of 
the Judiciary Committee. 

Contrary to the belief o£ 
many people in California as to 
the conduct of the Committee 
in its recent hearings in Wash- 
ington — where the women 
peace strikers were questioned 
— that the hearings were con- 
ducted in an unfair manner, 
the information I have gained 
is that the Committee was 
commended by the American 
Civil Liberties Union for the 
courteous and intelligent man- 
ner in which they questioned 
the various witnesses. 

In view of the above, I do 
not feel that I can support any 
move either to discontinue the 
Committee or cut off its ap- 
piopriation.

Legislature at Half- Way Mark

Only a handful of the four 
thousand odd measures thus 
iar introduced in the legisla- 
ture have had any hearing and 
less than three months remain 
to get through this staggering 
amount of work. The remain- 
ing weeks promise to be fast 
and furious. 

On March 27 the fair hous- 
ing bill, (AB 1240 Sponsored 
by Gov. Brown .cleared the 
Assembly Committee on Gov- 
ernmental Efticiency and 
Economy. The passage came 
on a voice vote but it appeared 
the division was substantially 
along party lines with the 
Democrats in support. 

The bill, authored by As- 
semblyman Byron Rumford 
(D. --Berkeley), is patterned 
after legislation sponsored in 
the New York Legislature by 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. It 
seeks to accomplish two objec- 
tives: first, it bans racial or 
itsligious discrimination in the 
isaJe, rental or financing of 
both private and publicly as- 



sisted housing (except the 
single unit owner occupied 
dwelling) ; second, it provides 
for enforcement, with empha- 
sis on conciliation procedures, 
by the Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission (to be re- 
named). Only a wilful refusal 
to obey an order of the com- 
mission would result in possi- 
ble penal sanctions. 

Opposition came from the 
State Chamber of Commerce 
and from representatives of 
several builder and apartment 
owner organizations. Criticism 
was not aimed at the details of 
the bill but at the assumed dire 
lesults of its passage. Builders 
claimed that they would lose 
money. The Chamber of Com- 
merce predicted increased raci- 
al tension. 

Significant dissent from this 
position came from Edward 
Eichler, a builder of large tract 
housing, and Chairman of the 
Governor's Commission on 
Housing, who testified that the 
non-discrimination policies of 
his company had never bad 
bad results. 

The fair housing bill will 



now go to the Assembly \Va>s 
and Means Committee for con- 
sideration of the cost of the 
program. It is expected that 
opponents will concentrate 
their fire on lids more con- 
servative committee. 

If the housing bill passes 
the Assembly, and it probably 
will, it must then clear the 
Senate Committee on Govern- 
mental Efficiency and Econo- 
my. In the past this committee 
has buried all but one civil 
rights bill. There is evidence 
there is some suppoit on the 
committee for civil rights. 

~ ACTION! 

It is expected that AB 
692, by Assemblyman Les- 
ter McMillan, to place a 
four year moratorium on 
the death penalty « ill 
come before the Assembly 
for a vote within the next 
two weeks. 

It is important that ev- 
ery ACLU member write 
his Assemblyman asking 
him to support this bill.

Nevertheless this committee 
will be a tough hut die for the 
fair housing bill. 

The Assembly Education 
Committee gave only four 
votes to a bill (AB 99) by As- 
sembly Al Song (D.-Monterey 
Park) which sought to place 
some reasonable restrictions 
on police questioning of chil- 
dren at school. Song had 
amended his bill to try to meet 
police objections. Not much 
remained except a statement 
of polity that police should 
first make a reasonable at- 
tempt to give parents an op- 
portunity to be present at the 
questioning. He excepted pa- 
role and probation authorities 
and those situations when the 
police could not reasonably 
wait to notify the parent. But 
the Distiiet Attorneys" Asso- 
ciation produced ten witnesses 
in opposition and swamped 
this mild and reasonable pro- 
posal. 

In the Assembly Criminal 
Procedure Committee, how- 
ever, police bills ha\e been 
regularly defeated. This week 



measures compelling persons 
accused of drunk drixing to 
take blood tests (AB 565, 366) 
were defeated. The same re- 
sult is expected to occur when 
a bill sponsored bv Gov. 
Brown (AB 1176) is next 
heard. 

Only one bill testing the 
sentiment of the whole Assem- 
bly on police matters has >€t 
reached the floor. That bill 
was AB 174 by Assemblyman 
George Dan io) son (D.-Los An- 
geles). Danielson wants Cali- 
fornia to adopt a long - used 
federal inle of criminal pioce- 
dure which would permit a 
judge to dismiss a criminal 
ease if, after hearing only the 
prosecution's side, he concluded 
that the prosecution had not 
sustained its burden of proof. 
The object of the bill is to 
make more meaningful the 
presumption of innocence and 
to encourage procecutors to 
better prepare their cases be- 
foie bringing them to trial. 
The Danielson bill was passed 
by a vote of 46-26 after vigor- 
out debate. 
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ASSEMBLY UNIT PRAISES Docket 
ACLU'S PATRIOTISM 
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Kudos for ACLU came 
from an unexpected source 
recently when the Assem- 
bly Interim Committee on 
Election^ and Reapportion- 
ment issued its report on 
participation in elections 
by subversfc cs. 

The report concerned AB 
1263, a bill introduced in 
the 19U1 session of the 
legislature to prohibit the 
Communist Party from the 
ballot. The bill was refer- 
red to the Committee for 
interim .study. 

Among the people testi- 
fying before the Commit- 
tee in support of the bill 
was John Lechner of the 
Americanism Educational 
League.who referred to the 
ACLU as a "powerful front 
organization which sought 
wajs and means and sup- 
port among those engaged 
in programming in televi- 
sion, radio and motion pic- 
tures, to break down the 
resistance of the FCC for 
the dissemination of their 
particular propaganda." 



In answer to this the 
Committee said in their 
report, "So that there is 
absolutely no misunder- 
standing, we must state 
the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union is not a commu- 
nist front by any stretch 
of the imagination, but 
rather an organization com- 
posed of fine, patriotic 
Americans dedicated to the 
full support of our Consti- 
tution and the freedoms 
guaranteed therein. It has 
never been found to be a 
communist front by any 
governmental a g e n c y or 
the U. S. House of Rep- 
resentatives Un-American 
Actixities Committee, 
according to HUAC 
Staff Director It ichard 
Arcns. The California Sen- 
ate Factfinding Committee 
on Un-American Acthities 
reached the same conclu- 
sion in its 19GL report.*' 

The Committee recom- 
mended A.B. 1263 not be 
re-introduced in the 1963 
session ol the Legislature.

Alabama: At his recent inauguration, Alabama's new Governor, George C Wallace, 
made this promise: "I draw the line in the dust and toss the gauntlet at the feet of tyranny 
and I say segregation now, segregation tomorrow, segregation forever." 

Minnesota: Presbyterian leaders in the St. Paul area recently upheld church-state 
separation, even suggesting that the church be taxed on non-religious profit-making. 

Georgia: Both houses of the Georgia Legislature last month passed unanimously an 
anti-obscenity bill which applies to almost all media of communication. 

Illinois: The United States Court of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit, in Chicago, 
recently reversed a deportation order for George Albert Scythes, a former member of the So- 
cialist Workers Party; it held the prosecution had not presented "substantial evidence" that 
the party advocates or teaches violent overthrow of the government. 

Washington t D. C: The United States Department of Justice announced recently 
that the six camps it had once maintained ready to confine American Communists in case 
of emergency were abandoned or turned over to other uses five years ago. 

California: The John Birch Society last month installed its first "district governor," 
former Congressman John H. Rousselot, in new headquarters in San Marino; one of his 
main purposes is to sign up members in California and five other western states. 

South Carolina: Late in February the U. S. Supreme Court held that 187 Negroes 
had been unconstitutionally convicted for taking part in a 1961 anti-segregation demon- 
stration in Columbia, S. C; in its 8-1 decision the Court ruled that "the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment does not permit a state to make criminal the peaceful expression of unpopular views." 

South Dakota: South Dakota recently became the 29th state to adopt a law against 
discrimination in places of public accommodation; it goes into effect July 1. 

New Jersey: In Wayne, N. J., a junior high school teacher, an agnostic, was sus- 
pended last month for omitting the words "under God" from the pledge of allegiance. 

Connecticut: A part-time religious teacher was convicted in New Haven's federal 
court last month of holding a Mexican family in involuntary servitude on his chicken farm. 



Utah ACLU Upholds Right to 
Jury Trial in Traffic Cases 

Attempts by Salt Lake City commissioners 
to curtail the right to jury trial in cases in- 
volving minor traffic violations met opposi- 
tion by the Utah ACLU recently. 
- Norman Br~Hendricks, counsel for the 
Utah affiliate, protested: "What is more im- 
portant, the convenience and expediency of 
the court or the rights of the individual?" 

Salt Lake City's Mayor J. Bracken Lee, a 
well-known conservative, agreed with Hen- 
dricks and said he would not support an or- 
dinance he believed to be unconstitutional. 
"Knowing how government grows step by 
step," Mayor Lee added, "it seems to me that 
if jury trials are eliminated in minor traffic

Roger Baldwin Decorated 
By Japanese Government 

At a February 26 ceremony in the Japa- 
nese Embassy in Washington, Roger Bald- 
win received the Order of the Rising Sun. 
Ambassador Koichiro Asakai told Baldwin: 
"I recommend that you be decorated by the 
Emperor for services to humanity." 

In reply, the founder of the ACLU said 
that in earlier years his activities had "not 
been distinguished by the appreciation of 
governments." He went on to pay tribute to 
Japan's action in improving the protection 
of citizens' rights: 6,000 civil liberties com- 
missioners throughout Japan are engaged in 
such protection. 

In 1947 Baldwin, visiting Japan at the in- 
vitation of General Douglas McArthur, 
worked on restoring — and establishing — 
civil liberties in Japan. He also helped bring 
into being the Japanese Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Three Added to Board; 
Minimum Dues Raised 

Three new members were elected to the 
Unions national Board of Directors last 
month: Algernon D. Black, a leader of the 
Ethical Culture Society; Luther H. Evans,' 
former Librarian of Congress; and James 
Farmer, executive director of the Congress 
of Racial Equality (CORE). 

As provided for in the ACLU s constitu- 
tion and by-laws, the electors were members 
of the Unions thirty-three affiliate boards, 
of the National Committee, and of the na- 
tional Board.

Drive to Transfer HUAC Defeated; 
But 20 Reps. Oppose Appropriation 

The American Civil Liberties Unions 1963 campaign to limit the excesses 
of the House Un-American Activities Committee by transforming it into a unit of 
the House Judiciary Committee went down to defeat on February 26 when the 
Rules Committee refused, 12-1, to report the matter to the floor of the Housj^ 
The following day the House approved 



a record $360,000 appropriation for the 
HUAC. The vote was 385 for, 20 against. 
(The last time the HUAC appropriation was 
before the House, in 1961, only six were 
recorded as voting against it.) The Congress- 
men who voted against it this year were: 
Thomas L. Ashley (Ohio), George E. 
Brown, Jr. (Calif.), Charles C. Diggs, Jr. 
(Mich.), John N. Dingeli (Mich.), Robert

"Yours was a courageous stand to take, 
against the background of strong emotional 
feeling which any criticism of the Commit- 
tee engenders. 

"Although we had hoped the issue of the 
Committee's abuse of civil liberties might 
have been raised in the context of the reso- 
lution to transfer the Committee to a sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, which we think would have produced a 
larger vote of opposition, we are grati 
that an opportunity was presented to show 
that there is within the Congress growing 
protest against the- Committee. 

"The position you and your fellow Con- 
gressmen have taken deserves the applause 
of all who are concerned about the inroads 
on civil liberties made by the Committee. 
Your action will assist the Union and like- 
minded groups in continuing the public 
educational effort and hasten the day when 
the Congress will finally act to end the 
Committee." 

In addition to its own efforts to transfer 
the HUAC and block its appropriation, the 
ACLU stimulated more than twenty national 
organizations to oppose the Committee.

311.2 (Sale or distribution, etc, of obscene matter: Penalty) 
Every person who knowingly: sends or causes to be sent, or brings or causes 
to be brought, into this State for sale or distribution, or in this State 
prepares, publishes, prints, exhibits, distributes, or offers to distribute, 
or has in his possession with intent to distribute or to exhibit or offer 
to distribute, any obscene matter is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

311 o (Definitions) As used in this chapter: 

(a) "Obscene 11 means that to the average person, applying contemporary 
standards, the predominant appeal of the matter, taken as a whole, is to

The Appellate Dept. of the Su- 
perior Court affirmed the convic- 
tion, maintaining that the city act- 
ed properly In permitting the de- 
fendant to picket until 5 p.m. but 
not after. 

Peterson, president of the Holly- 
wood Race Relations Bureau, and 
other persons from that Bureau 
were attempting to hand out leaf- 
lets on the public sidewalk in front 
of the Auditorium. The purpose of 
the leaflets was to "protest to the 
major studios of Hollywood for not 
depicting the American Negro and 
other minorities realistically on 
the American screen," and to make 
these views known to the public. 

Addition to Permit 

The defendant had told the man- 
agers of the Auditorium and the 
officials of the Academy of the 
plans to picket long before the 
permit for use of the Auditorium 
was granted. When it was granted 
an addition had been made to the 
city's ordinary permit form which 
granted to the Academy the public 
sidewalk on which Peterson was 
arrested for trespassing. This was 
the first time that any such pro- 
vision had been included inapermit 
to use the Auditorium. 

The city and the Academy told 
Peterson he could conduct his acti- 
vities only until 5 p.m. (before 
any people had arrived for the 
ceremonies). 

The ACLU brief asks the court 
to review the following questions: 



"Are the First and Fourteenth 
Amendment guarantees of free- 
dom of speech, press and assem- 
bly abridged by a conviction for 
'trepass' for handing out leaflets 
on a publicly owned sidewalk in 
front of a municipally owned audi- 
torium which was rented to a pri- 
vate organization?" 

Are these rights abridged when 
a municipality, specificallytopre- 
vent a citizen from distributing 
leaflets on a public sidewalk, 
'rents' the sidewalk to a private 
organization, the said rental clause 
being the first time this was done 
in connection with the city's rental 
of the municipal auditorium? 

"Does the use of a criminal tres- 
pass prosecution as adeviceto en- 
force the desire of a private or- 
ganization not to be picketed, deny 
due process of law in violation of 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution?" 

Right to Picket 

The petition argues that the 
answer to these questions is yes. 
"The right to picket Is a pro- 
tected aspect of the right to free- 
dom of speech ... A place com- 
monly used by the public Is an 
appropriate place to distribute 
leaflets and to picket ... A 
public agency cannot subvert con- 
stitutional rights by 'converting* 
public property into 'private' 
property . . . The special pro- 
vision in favor of the permittee 
in this case, as enforced, denies 
the defendant equal protection of 
the law under the Fourteenth

The controversy arose last Dec 
14, I960, when, according to the 
complaint, "a matter concerning 
the alleged unauthorized creation 
and circulation of lewd photographs 
of a woman by personnel of the 
Police Dept. of the city of Chlno 
was brought to the attention of the 
1960 San Bernardino County Grand 
Jury." 

Police Procedures Irregular 

The Grand Jury found that the 
Chlno Police procedures were ir- 
regular and asked that the Chlno 
City Council take measures to 
correct these practices and pre- 
vent their further recurrence. 

The complaint says the majority 
of the City Council, the Mayor 
and the Police Chief "resisted 
the* efforts of the Grand Jury to 
secure corrective measures.." 

Nevlns, as part of his duties 
as a reporter (for the Daily Re- 
port), covered this matter, writing 
news stories on the controversy 
which were featured In The Dally 
Report and given wide circulation 
in other news media. 

As a result of such news re- 
porting, the complaint says, Nevlns 
Incurred the hostility of the Chlno 
City Council, the Police Dept., and 
the City Attorney. Threats of 
physical violence were made 
against him by associates of the 
City Council and hostile remarks 
were made by the Police Chief, 
the City Attorney and members of 
the City Council. 

Ejected from Meeting 

Nevlns continued to cover the 
Council meetings as a free lance 
reporter even after he discontinu- 
ed his association with The Dally 
Report. Then, as now, he used a 
tape recorder as part of the tools 
of his profession. 

On Feb. 14, the complaint con- 
tinues, he was forcibly ejected 
from the Council meeting by the 
Police Chief on instructions from 
the City Attorney who was acting 
under the direction of the Council. 
The reason given was that Nevins 
was using a portabletape recorder 
to cover the meeting, though the 
tape recorder operated with no 
noise and was used openly in full 
view of everyone present. 

He continued to use the tape re- 
corder at subsequent meetings and 
the Council, the City Attorney and 
the Police Chief continued to har- 
rass and Interfere with the per- 
formance of his duties, "the Po- 
lice Chief on one or more of these 
occasions threatening him with 
confinement in jail if he did not 
desist from operating the tape 
recording device," the complaint 
says. 

On July 8, 1961, the Council 
adopted the following motion: 

"That from and after this date, 
no tape recorder or mechanical de- 
vice for the purpose of obtaining 
tapes or recordings of Council 
proceedings be permitted In the 
Council chamber." 

Since this ride was adopted,

Broader 
Sedition 
Act Asked 

WASHINGTON - H.R. 4897, a bill 
to broaden the Wartime Sedition 
Act, has been reported out of the 
House Judiciary Committee and 
will probably come to the floor of 
the House of Representatives very 
soon, according to Lawrence Spel- 
ser, ACLU Washington Office Di- 
rector. 

An editorial In the Washington 
Post called the Sedition Act. "a 
flagrant abridgement of free 
speech" because it penalizes criti- 
cism of the government. 

The Act makes It a crime, pun- 
ishable by 20 years in prison, to 
wilfully "make false statements 
with intent to interfere with the 
operation or success of the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United 
States" or to "attempt to causein- 
subordinatlon ... or obstruct the 
recruiting or enlistment 11 of those 
forces. 

Effect On Foreign Relations 

The proposed amendment ex- 
tends the provisions of the Act 
to American citizens and perma-

Labors Need for 
Civil Liberties Cited 



Labor's stake In civil liberties, 
and the need within the labor move- 
ment to educate its members to 
protect and practice the freedoms 
guaranteed In the Bill of Rights, 
was stressed recently by Harry 
Fleischman In his article "Labor 
and Civil Liberties" published in 
the March issue of THE AMERI- 
CAN FEDERATIONIST. 

Fleischman points out that or- 
ganized labor learned the need for 
civil liberties in its earliest stages 
of development. "Lockouts, black- 
lists, yellow-dog contracts, labor 
spies to undermine and betray 
unions and the use of troops and 
deputized thugs to terrorize work- 
ers and organizers were all part 
of the employer arsenal In the 
past." 

Few Freedoms in South 

Even today freedom of speech, 
assembly and association, and 
freedom to organize workers In 
factories are virtually non-exis- 
tant in the rural South. 

And yet, he says, while national 
labor leaders have vigorously sup- 
ported civil liberties, and strong 
resolutions to that effect have been 
passed at AFL-CIO conventions, 
there is evidence that a gap exists 
between the views of nationallead- 
ers and the rank andflleunlonJsts. 

A series of polls conducted by 
the Fund for the Republic, union 
institutes and union education di- 
rectors, which sampled rank and 
file Americans, community lead- 
ers and local unionleaderssuchas 
shop stewards, committeemen and 
local union presidents, showed 
little enthusiasm for the princi- 
ples embodied in the Bill of Rights. 

"Their tolerance of people 
whose ideas and opinions differed 
from ther own was lukewarm at 
best," says Fleischman. "Two 
out of five local trade union lead- 
ers would keep a socialist from 
teaching and one out of five would 
expel a socialist from his local 
union. More than half would deny 
an atheist the right to teach and 
one out of four would keep him out 
of the local union ... As to com- 
munists, four-fifths of local union 
leaders would prevent them from 
teaching. Two out of three would 
strip American- born communists 
of their American citizenship." 

While AFL-CIO spokesmenhave 
criticized "loosely-conducted 
congressional investigations 
where unfounded accusations and

unproved charges had the effect 
of character assassination of good, 
loyal Americans," two-thirds of 
the local union leaders polled be- 
lieved that Congress should In- 
vestigate political beliefs and as- 
sociations in order to detect 
whether they are "un-American." 

But, Fleischman says, while lo- 
cal union leaders may not defend 
an abstract principle of freedom, 
they will sympathize strongly with 
individual cases involving viola- 
tions of civil liberties. He feels 
this may be due to "labor's vigor- 
ous activity against abuses in the 
various government security pro- 
grams, as well as from the 
publicity some cases have received 
In the nation's press and on TV." 

Issues of Concern 

The article analyzes a few of the 
civil liberties Issues of special 
concern to labor. 

Labor has always opposed black- 
listing. Its history Is full of ex- 
amples of men fired from jobs be- 
cause of union activities and black- 
listed from other Job opportuni- 
ties. During the McCarthy era 
blacklisting, because of political 
beliefs, became common practice 
especlaUy in the entertainment 
industry. "That is why unions 
campaigned so vigorously for a 
clause In the Wagner Act to make 
blacklisting illegal," says 
Fleischman. 

He lists wiretapping as another 
area of great concern to labor, 
quoting the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union demand for a complete 
ban on wiretapping because "in- 
numerable Innocent people will 
have their privacy invaded by of- 
ficials who, as Justice Brandies 
said, at their best are 'men of 
zeal, well-meaning but without un- 
derstanding' and, at their worst, 
susceptible to graft, corruption, 
extortion and other Improprie- 
ties." 

Fifth Amendment 

Violations of Fifth amendment 
guarantees, he says, prompted 
President A.J. Hays of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists 
to state, "The reason for the 
guarantee is of such overwhelming 
importance that few people would 
seriously contend we should aban- 
don it and revert to the old prac- 
tice, still used by communist and 
facist dictators, of extractingcon- 
fesslons by physical and mental 
torture. Indeed, the Fifth Amend- 
ment is one of the basic concepts 
of freedom which distinguishes our 
form of goverment from commu- 
nism and facism." 

Yet, he points out, in 1963 the 
Elsenhower security order was 
amended to state that any person 
who pleads the Fifth Amendment 
Is automatically a security risk 
and in 1956 the U.S. Supreme Court 
upheld the constitutionality of the 
Immunity Act which allows the 
government to subpoena a man to 
the witness stand and compel him 
to testify against himself and his 
associates under the threat of 
penalty of Jail sentence for con- 
tempt of Congress if he refuses. 
"Some companies even dismiss 
any employee who has claimed the 
Fifth In a court case or hearing, 
whether he Is working on defense 
contracts or not." 

Fleischman feels that the gap 
between labor's official views on 
civil liberties and those of local 
leaders and the rank and file 



membership is due to a lack of 
understanding of the issues. He 
tells of union leadership training 
Institutes "where civil liberties 
questionnaires were distributed, 
the replies - filled out without 
discussion - were disheartening. 
Yet in every case, after open 
discussion on the Issues, support 
for civil liberties soared drama- 
tically. 

Education Important 

"Nor was this due to an in- 
doctrination process of lecturing 
about the Tight' answers. What 
was done was to elicit from the 
local union leaders their defini- 
tion of democracy. Invariably this 
included not only rule by the major- 
ity but protection of the rights of 
the minority - including freedom 
of speech, press, assembly and 
worship. Then, as discussion was 
requested on the specific items 
in the questionnaire - and the 
students were asked how their 
answers related to the definition 
of democracy they had worked 
out - they realized the Indivisi- 
bility of freedom. 

"When they understand the Is- 
sues," Fleischman says, "Ameri- 
can workers wholeheartedly sup- 
port the principles of freedom 
and democracy. But how to bring 
about that understanding? Civil 
liberties should be stressed In 
labor's schools, press and meet- 
ings. And since union members 
only reflect the prejudices of the 
communities of which they are a 
part, labor must push for more 
intensive education in the public 
schools and In all Institutions on 
the values of democracy."

Dr. Lewis Yablonsky, Associate 
Professor of Sociology at the Univ. 
of California, Los Angeles, will 
be the featured speaker at a lun- 
cheon sponsored by ACLU's 
Women's Division, Wednesday, 
May 22, 12 noon, at the Los Angeles 
Press Club.

Friday, April 26, was the last 
day for the unrestricted Introduc- 
tion of bills. Naturally a flood of 
bills came in at the last moment, 
Including a number of great im- 
portance to civil liberties. 

The most important concerned 
the oath of non-disloyalty required 
of all public officers and em- 
ployees. Sen. George Miller (p., 
Martinez) introduced SB 1613 which 
repeals the oath of non-disloy- 
alty for all public officers or 
employees except an elective of- 
ficer or appointive officer whose 
term of office is by the Constitu- 
tion. The exception is required by 
Article XX, Section 3 of the State 
Constitution and can only be 
changed by a constitutional amend- 
ment. A simple and positive oath 
to support the constitution is sub- 
stituted for the repealed non-dis- 
loyalty oath. The bill Is virtually 
Identical to AB 1554 by Assembly- 
man John O'Connell, which failed 
during the 1961 session. Assem- 
blyman John Knox Introduced AB 
2931 which is similar to the Mil- 
ler bill. 

Sen. Miller, It should be remem- 
bered, was the only senator to vote 
against the referendum measure 
in 1952 which, after adoption by 
the voters, placed the current non- 
disloyalty oath in the constitution. 

Sen. Miller has also Introduced 
SB 1612 which relates to the non- 
disloyalty oath required of elec- 
tive officials. SB 1612 does not re- 
peal any oath, for, with respect 
to elective officials, it can- 
not without amending the consti- 
tution. But it does permit an elec- 
tive official AFTER signing the 
non-disloyalty oath to elect to 
orally take a second but positive 
oath as a part of his inauguration 
ceremony. It Is unfortunate that 
Sen. Miller saw fit to introduce 
this additional measure. It will only 
serve to confuse the non-disloyalty 
oath discussion by injecting a 



wholly unwarranted distinction be- 
tween written and oral oaths and 
by focusing attention away from the 
real task of removing the political 
test of public employment. It is 
hoped that Sen. Miller will see 
fit to drop SB 1612 In favor of di- 
recting all his energies to SB1613. 

Dilworth Act 

A bill, AB 2697 by William Stan- 
ton (p., San Jose), has been intro- 
duced which would replace a five 
year limitation on the Dilworth 
Act. The Dilworth Act now permits 
asking questions regarding beliefs 
and associations back to Oct* 3, 
1945. 

Few repressive free speech 
measures have been Introduced at 
the 1963 session, except In the 
field of obscenity. One of them, 
introduced on the last day, is so 
alien to an enlightened communi- 
ty as to defy belief. AB 2939, 
by Assemblymen Robert Badham 
(R., Costa Mesa) andRichard Bar- 
nes (R., San Diego), would pro- 
hibit the teaching in any public 
school of the Darwinian theory of 
evolution or any theory opposed 
Ho "recognized religious doc- 
trine." Shades of the Scopes trial! 

Obscenity Laws 

Three repressive bills greatly 
modifying the law of obscenity, 
ABs 625, 877, 878 have been heard 
and defeated by the Assembly Com- 
mittee on Criminal Procedure. 
It Is expected that a similar fate 
awaits obscenity bills Introduced 
by Charles Chapel (ABs 3, 14) 
and Richard Barnes (ABs 2151, 
2152). 

A pending fights over SB 845 
to require the Sunday closing of 
most retail stores ended when 
the author, Joseph Rattigan, with- 
drew the bill. Rattigan said there 
was insufficient support to press 
the matter.

Students Oppose Ban 
on Red Speakers 

Students at two University of California campuses voted over- 
whelmingly to remove the 12 year Board of Regents' ban on Com- 
munist speakers in a special referendum on April 24. 

At the Los Angeles campus the vote was 2,210-946, and at Berkeley 
the student vote was 2,947-847 In favor of allowing Communists to 
speak on campus. 



As a result of the vote, there 
have been reports that the Board 
of Regents, at its meeting in River* 
side May 17, may reconsider their 
decision to ban Communist 
speakers from university facili- 
ties. 

An ACLU of Southern California 
sponsored case involving the right 
of students at the Riverside campus 
to invite a member of the Com- 
munist Party to speak is currently 
on appeal before the California 
Fourth District Court of Appeal. 
The suit, brought by Edward J. 
Lessin, president of a student 
organization called "Declare," 
asked the court for a writ to com- 



pel the Board of Regents to allow 
them to hold a meetingon the cam- 
pus including as speakers Loyd 
Wright, former president of the 
American Bar Association and 
candidate for U.S. Senate; and 
Dorothy Healy, secretary of the 
Communist Party in Los Angel- 
es, to debate on the subject, 
"Should the Communist Party be 
Outlawed In the United States?" 

The Bruin Chapter of ACLU 
waged an active campaign against 
the Communist ban before the 
April 24 election, holding meet- 
ings and distributing hundreds of 
pieces of literature explaining the 
freedom of speech Issues involved.

On March 18, the Supreme Court handed down two decisions, which, 
as the years and the decades go by, will stand out as of historic 
importance. The ACLU of Southern California actively participated in 
one of them; the national office of the ACLU in the other.

las v. California, two defendants 
without funds asked the California 
District Court of Appeals to ap- 
point a lawyer to represent them 
on their appeal. The Court re- 
jected their request on the ground 
that "no good whatsoever could 
be served by the appointment of 
counsel." 

The Supreme Court, In a vigor- 
ous opinion by Justice Douglas, 
ruled categorically that a poor 
defendant in a criminal case is 
entitled to have counsel appointed 
to represent him In an appeal and 
that this right Is assured by the 
Constitution of the United States 
in all cases and In every appel- 
late court, in every state in the 
Union. 

Discrimination 

Failure to do so, by any court 
of appeals, constitutes unconsti- 
tutional discrimination against the 
indigent. The Supreme Court rea- 
soned: 

"For there can be no equal Jus- 
tice where the kind of an appeal a 
man enjoys depends onthe amount 
of money he has."

meritorious his case may turn 
out to be. The present case, where 
counsel was denied petitioners on 
appeal, shows that the discrimi- 
nation is not between 'possibly good 
and obviously bad cases,* but be- 
tween cases where the rich man 
can require the court to listen to

out the nation; it will give them 
another "day in court." 

Already, the Supreme Court it- 
self, on April 15, reversed four 
cases based upon its judgement 
ln the Douglas case, on the ground 
that the defendants there had been 
deprived of the right to counsel, 
on their appeals. 

The A.C.L.U. of Southern Cali- 
fornia tool: the responsibility for 
the filing of a Supplemental Brief, 
in behalf of the defendants -- an 
outstanding brief prepared by Nan- 
nette Dembltz of New York City. 

Marvin M. Mitchelson and Bur- 
ton Marks represented the defen- 
dants. 

In another case, Gldeonv.Wain- 
wrlght, In an opinion by Justice 
Black, the Supreme Court decided 
that EVERY indigent defendant, 
in EVERY criminal prosecution, 
was entitled to have the trial court 
appoint a lawyer to represent him, 
as a matter of FEDERAL consti- 
tutional right. In arriving at this 
view, the Court directly reversed 
an earlier ruling, (In which Justice 
Black dissented) in effect for over 
20 years. , 

Justice Black (this time for* a 
unanimous Supreme Court) e*- 
pressed the view that "... reason 
and reflection require us to recog- 
nize that in our adversary system 
of criminal Justice, any person 
haled Into court, who is too poor 
to hire a lawyer, cannot be assured 
a fair trial unless counsel is pro- 
vided for him. A defendant's need 
for a lawyer is nowhere better 
stated than in the moving words 
of Mr. Justice Sutherland in POW- 
ELL v. ALABAMA. 

"The right to be heard would 
be, ln many cases, of little avail 
if it did not comprehend the right 
to be heard by counsel. Even the 
Intelligent andeducatedlaymanhas 
small and sometimes no skill in 
the science of law. If charged with 
crime, he is Incapable, generally, 
of determining for himself whether 
the indictment is good or bad. He 
Is unfamiliar with the rules of 
evidence. Left without the aid of 
counsel he may be put on trial 
without a proper charge, and con- 
victed upon incompetent evidence, 
or evidence irrelevant to the issue 
or otherwise inadmissible. He 
lacks both the skill and knowledge 
adequately to prepare his defense, 
even though he have a perfect one. 
He requires the guiding hand of 
counsel at every step in the pro- 
ceedings against him. Without it, 
though he be not guilty, he faces 
the danger of conviction because he 
does not Know how to establish his 
innocence." 

Future Appeals 

The decision will favorably af- 
fect hundreds of defendants 
throughout the country for whom 
state courts refused to appoint 
counsel to represent them on their 
trials. 

The Supreme Court has sum- 
marily reversed 25 convictions, 
based upon its ruling In the Gideon 
case.

Nevlns maintains he "has been 
unable to attend such City Coun- 
cil meetings utilizing his tape 
recorder because of fear of crimi- 
nal prosecution under said resolu- 
tion or order, leading to confine- 
ment in jail, and because of fear 
of physical restraint against him 
practiced by the City Council and 
the Police Chief, If he does so." 

ACLU counsel assert that all 
the Council meetings referred to 
were public meetings of that body 
as required by the laws of the 
State of California and none were 
executive closed sessions. Alsothe 
Council has at no time had verba- 
tim minutes of its proceedings. 

They contend that Nevin's con- 
stitutional rights of freedom of 
the press have been violated by 
the Council ruling because lt pre- 
vents him from utilizing a neces- 
sary aid to his work as a reporter. 

They also charge that the action 
of the Council is "an abridgement 
of the Intent and spirit of Sec 
36808 of the Government Code 
of the State of California which 



provides for public meetings of 
the City Councils of Municipali- 
ties and which therefore requires 
such, by implication, to be freely- 
accessible to reporters, permit- 
ting their use of all tools reason- 
ably necessary, including tape re- 
cording devices, to the reporting 
of such meetings." 

The complaint asks the court 
for a declaratory Judgement and 
injunction to find the Council rule 
null and void and to enjoin the 
City of Chino, the City Council, 
and its agents from enforcing the 
rule.

Virginia: An American Legion Post in Arlington, Va., has asked for a Congressional in- 
vestigation of the Foreign Policy Association, charging the presence of "humanists"— among 
other subversive types— on its staff. An officer of the Post last month defined humanist as 
"one that follows the concept of words without relation to their practical application." 

Wisconsin: "The Last Temptation of Christ," a novel by the late Greek author Nikos 
Kazantzakis, has been removed from the shelves of the Ashland Public Library after a 
Roman Catholic priest forbade his parishioners to read it and threatened to burn it. 

North Carolina: Complaints on church-state separation grounds have ended distribu- 
tion of Protestant religious pamphlets to public school students in Onslow County, N. C. 

Tennessee: In compliance with the state's anti-evolution law, which is still on the 
books despite the ACLU s Scopes trial in 1925, a Memphis high school principal last month 
banned class discussion on evolution planned by two teacher interns. 

Missouri: ^ Robert F. Stroud, 73, complaHedToT*federal judge last month that prison' 
officials in Springfield, Mo., won't let him see or read the movie or book "Birdman of 
Alcatraz" based on his life story. Prison rules forbid crime movies and books. 

Mississippi: A Civil Rights Commission staff member was arrested on March 14 in 
Greenwood, Miss., for refusing to use the white waiting room at the bus terminal. 

New York: The Ford Foundation announced early in March a $2.3 million national 
experiment to improve legal-defender services for low-income persons accused of crime. 

Texas: ^ The city council of El Paso recently overrode the mayor's veto to pass an ordi- 
nance against discrimination in hotels, theaters, and restaurants because of race or religion. 

Washington, D. C; 200 of the 350 Catholic University faculty members, at least 
23 Catholic newspapers, and St. Louis's Joseph Cardinal Ritter have joined in protesting 
the University's action barring Fathers Gustave Weigel, John Courtney Murray, and Hans 
Kung, all noted liberal Catholic theologians, from taking part in a lecture series.

Removal of Paintings 
At "O/e Miss" Scored 

The absence of academic freedom at the 
University of Mississippi was criticized in 
two statements issued by the ACLU in mid- 
April. 

The Union protested the removal of five 
paintings from the university's Fine Arts 
Center because they dealt with the "Ole 
Miss" Meredith crisis. Among the five, done 
by assistant professor of art G. Ray Kerciu, 
was one entitled "America the Beautiful" 
featuring racist slogans against a back- 
ground of a Confederate flag. Kerciu was 
also arrested on charges of desecrating the 
flag by "obscene and indescent [as the charge 
spelled it) words and phrases." On April 18 
the charges were withdrawn. 

At the same time the ACLU made public 
a letter from its Academic Freedom Com- 
mitte to the Southern Association of Colleges 
'and Secondary Schools describing the pre's-' 
sures to which James Meredith — and 
those students and faculty members who as- 
sociate with him — are subject, charging that 
"academic freedom at the University of Mis- 
sissippi does not now exist," and urging that 
this be taken into the Association's consid- 
eration "of the continued privilege of that 
University to enjoy accreditation." 

Mass. Chapter Hits Church 
Services in Public Schools 

On church-state separation grounds, the 
Hampden County Chapter of the Massachu- 
setts ACLU has gone to court to prevent the 
Springfield public school board from renting 
schools for religious services — two to Roman 
Catholic churches and one to a Protestant 
denomination. 
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Fine, editor of the Daily, denounced the 
New York ACLU for supporting the club's 
application.

Union Hits Extension 
Of 1917 Sedition Act 

H.R. 4897, a bill to extend the 1917 
Sedition Act, was attacked in testimony be- 
fore the House Judiciary Committee pre- 
sented on April 4 by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. Originally a wartime law, it 
was amended during the Korean Conflict to 
remain in effect "until six months after the 
termination of the national emergency pro- 
claimed by the President December 16, 
1950" — and this has not yet been terminated. 

The purpose of H.R. 4897, Lawrence 
Speiser, the Unions Washington Director, 
told the Committee, is to repeal the law's 
present applicability limited to offenses com- 
mitted within "the admiralty and maritime 
jurisdiction of the United States, and on the 
high seas, as well as within the United 
States." Thus, he charged, it would become 
applicable to American citizens and perma- 
nent residents of the U.S. anywhere in the 
world. 

The ACLU, Speiser continued, considers 
this Wartime Sedition Act to be unconstitu- 
tional and in violation of the First Amend- 
ment. "As as matter of fact," he said, "our 
organization came into existence primarily 
because of the use and abuse of this very law 
during World War I." 

Speiser went on to list three reasons why 
the Union is opposed to H.R. 4897: 

"1. Absolutely no need has been demon- 
strated for this proposed legislation. The At- 
torney General alleges that there is a need 
but he produced no facts to demonstrate 
that this is true 

"2. This is no longer a Wartime Sedition 
Act. Although framed in those terms, it is 
for all intents and purposes a permanent 
Sedition Act 

"3. This is an Act with inherent dangers 
to freedom of speech and should not be 
broadened " 

"We don't wish to scare members of the 
minority party," the ACLU's Washington Di- 
rector concluded, "but we think it pertinent 
to mention that this is a proposal of a 
Democratic administration. It is not irrel- 
evant to point out what happened under

ACLU Board Salutes William Moore, 
Slain on Protest Walk in Alabama 

The American Civil Liberties Union lost one of its members on April 23 
when William L. Moore, an ex-Marine raised as a child in Mississippi, was killed 
by rifle fire near Gadsden, Alabama. Mr. Moore, a 3 5 -year-old Baltimore mail- 
man, was on a one-man protest walk from Chattanooga to Jackson, Miss. 
He carried a sign "EQUAL RIGHTS FOR 



ALL — MISSISSIPPI OR BUST." In his 
pocket was a letter he hoped to deliver 
personally to Governor Ross Barnett, urging 
him to end Mississippi's "losing battle to 
preserve injustice with barbaric laws and 
police state methods."

Movie Classification Law 
Is Opposed by the ACLU 

Parents, rather than official government 
agencies, should decide what movies their 
children may see, the ACLU declared in a 
policy statement issued April 2. 

Protesting recent attempts in New York, 
Missouri, and New Jersey to enact film clas- 
sification legislation, the Union said: 

"We do not believe any governmental au- 
thority should participate in deciding what 
materials each parent should permit his chil- 
dren to see. The different views of parents on 
this matter are so numerous as to make im- 
possible a consistently wise policy on this 
subject. . . . We deny that anyone is expert 
enough irrevocably to decide what another 
person's children may read or see/ 



"We note with the deepest regret the - 
death of William L. Moore, an ACLU mem- 
ber, shot and killed in Alabama while ex- 
ercising his right of free expression. We 
extend sincere sympathy to his family. 

"Mr. Moore had an intense belief that all 
men are created equal. Using this right of 
free speech in a pure form, he was walking, 
alone, from Tennessee to Mississippi carry- 
ing pro-integration signs; there he intended 
to deliver a personal letter, embodying his 
beliefs, to the Governor of Mississippi, a 
man who symbolizes racism. 

"Mr. Moore undertook his journey through 
a region where some counties have been 
marked by a tradition of lawlessness, repres- 
sion of free expression, and disrespect for 
human rights. He did so deliberately, in the 
hope both of moving all citizens to respect 
for equality and, in his words, 'to illustrate 
that the most basic of freedoms of peaceful 
protest is not altogether extinguished* in the 
South. 

"Mr. Moore was in touch with the ACLU 
before beginning his walk about his legal 
rights and possible need for legal aid. He 
asserted that he did not want to be a test 
case, nor, it was clear, did he intend to 
become a martyr. Yet he died for his belief 
in civil liberties. 

"The Board notes with alarm that the 
moral climate in one of the United States 
can permit one of its roads to be mortally 
dangerous for an American citizen peace- 
fully exercising his rights." 

Mr. Moore was also an active member of 
CORE and had contacted the NAACP Legal 
Defense Fund with regard to his walk 
through the South. President Kennedy re- 
ferred to the slaying as an "assassination" 
and an "outrageous crime." 

Message from Moore 

The day before he died, Mr. Moore sent a 
postcard to the ACLU bearing this message: 

Everybody quite hospitable, and I am hav- 
ing a pleasant walk, Feeling quite secure by 
now. But if anything ever happened, I feel 
like I wonder if anybody would ever know. 
The road is a lonely place.

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National Committee 
Election Announced 

The election of four new members to the 
Union's National Committee was announced 
on April 13 — along with the re-election of 
twenty-four incumbents. The National Com- 
mittee is one of the three components of 
the ACLU Corporation, together with the 
national Board of Directors and the boards of 
the Union's 33 local affiliates. 

The four new members are Giovanni 
Costigan of Seattle, professor of history at 
the University of Washington; Milton 
Konvitz of Ithaca, N. Y., professor of law 
and industrial relations at Cornell University; 
Louis Lusky of Louisville, Ky., an attorney; 
and Frank C. Newman, professor and dean 
of the School of Law, University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley. 

The four new candidates and 24 incum- 
bents were submitted to the Union's mem- 
bers in the February civil liberties in 
what amounted to a no-choice election. 

Suggestions Needed Now 

So that the next National Committee 
ballot may offer more candidates than places 
to fill, all ACLU members are urged to send 
suggestions now to the ACLU Nominating 
Committee, 156 Fifth Avenue, New York 10. 

What the Committee needs are names

who have publicly demonstrated support for 
the Union's principles.

Dr. Hudon has here surveyed the histori- 
cal and legal aspects of freedom of expression 
at considerable length. He develops the 
thesis that the constitutionally guaranteed 
right arose out of "natural Jaw" concepts, 
but that the United States Supreme Court 
has from time to time sought to formulate 
more precise standards. In this our author 
thinks the Court has failed. At first the rule 
appeared to be that only prior restraint, not 
subsequent punishment, was prohibited by 
the First Amendment. When that narrow 
view was abandoned the Court developed 
the "reasonable tendency" rule, then the 
"clear and present danger" test. This last 
appears to have been superseded, at least in 
cases affecting national security, by the "bal- 
ancing of interests" doctrine. 

In the course of this analysis of theories 
Dr. Hudon comments in detail on all the im- 
portant cases in the field down to the end of 
the 1961 Term of the Court. He quotes at 
length from both majority and minority 
opinions. The presentation is admirable in 
every way. In a concluding chapter our au- 
thor describes the story as "one of vacilla- 
tion" and maintains that no standard has 
prevailed for more than a decade. That surely 
is not true of the "clear and present danger" 
test which, first formulated in 1919, was re- 
vived in the 1940s, reformulated in 1951, 
and, as Dr. Hudon himself notes, was used 
as a basis of decision as late as June 1962 

Moss. Literature Unit Warns 
On "Injudicious" Prosecutions 

The Massachusetts Obscene Literature 
Control Commission has warned law en- 
forcement officers against starting "indis- 
criminate" and "injudicious" prosecutions. 
It also urges officers to issue warnings to 
those who "seem to be violating the law" 
and to "enlist the cooperation of dealers and 
distributors in eliminating material generally 
regarded as offensive . . "

(in Wood v. Georgia, 370 U.S. 375) . While 
it is true that the reformulation applied in 
1951 to national security issues has gravely 
weakened it, it still remains the most useful 
formula, the one bringing the widest variety 
of expression under protection. 

Dr. Hudon believes, however, that natural 
law, at least as understood by Jefferson and 
Adams, could provide a "stabilizing", in- 
fluence. Recognizing that even this concept 
is "indefinite and vague," he concludes that 
it was intended to "set up areas within the 
limits of which rights were considered abso- 
lute and not to be tampered with." In this 
respect, he believes that natural law is not 
far from the "absolutist" ideas of Justices 
Black and Douglas. 

It is difficult to follow Dr. Hudon in this 
conclusion. Although he nowhere mentions 
Alexander Meiklejohn, the notion of abso- 
lute areas closely resembles the latter s limita- 
tion of his absolutism to political expression. 
In any case, there is great danger that con- 
centration on such areas may result in denial 
of constitutional protection to expression in 
other fields, as the Court has already banished 
obscene matter. 

In the last analysis, there is no formula for 
freedom. A literal application of the First 
Amendment might strike down a few laws 
which expressly deal with speech and press. 
It might equally deny protection to more 
subtle forms of interference. Moreover, as 
history has abundantly shown, the Supreme 
Court will find a way to accomplish the .pur- 
poses which a majority of the justices believe 
to be in the spirit of the Constitution. All 
one can hope for is that there will always 
be a majority imbued with the importance 
to the community as a whole of permitting 
the fullest expression. 

National Office Is Seeking 
Field Development Officer 

Executive Director John de J. Pemberton,

"As the underdeveloped areas of our civil 
liberties frontiers are strengthened," Pem- 
berton explained, "the effectiveness of the 
Union as whole will be enhanced, and more 
bite will be added to the bark of the watch-

Sedition Act Opposed

an earlier sedition law — the Alien and Sedi- 
tion Act of 1798 — during peacetime. The 
victims in all cases were members of what 
was then called the Republican Party. Re- 
publican newspapers were scanned for sedi- 
tious material, and prosecutions were brought 
against the four leading Republican papers 
as well as against some of those less influ- 
ential. Cases were also instituted against 
at least three of the more outspoken Re- 
publican office holders. 

"The particular provisions of this law have 
been in effect since 1917 — for over forty- 
six years — through two World Wars plus 
the Korean War — and now in the year 1963, 
this Administration has discovered a sup- 
posed gap in its coverage warranting prompt 
and immediate legislative action. Merely by 
speaking the magic words 'National Security* 
the door to immediate legislative remedy is 
supposed to swing open, untouched by 
demonstrable facts. Nor is any concern even 
expressed about potential dangers to freedom 
of speech, just as if sedition and speech were 
total strangers. 

"We respectfully urge you to reject this 
bill as unwarranted, unnecessary, and un- 
desirable." 

On April 23 the Judiciary Committee re- 
ported out H.R. 4897, and all ACLU affiliates 
and chapters have been asked to write their 
Congressmen, urging them to vote against it 
when^it'comes'up on the floor of the House. 

Members Urged to Help

The ^story on Mississippi attorney 
William L. Higgs in the March civil 
liberties contained errors with re- 
spect to what took place in California 
the previous month. It should have 
reported that he was honored on Feb- 
ruary 17 by the Los Angeles Civil 
Liberties Foundation, Inc. (a wholly 
independent corporation engaged in 
education and defense of the rights of 
indigents), as "the only white lawyer 
defending the rights of Negroes in 
Mississippi," and that the Foundation 
made a $3,000 grant to him in connec- 
tion with his legal services in the case 
of William Smith, Jr., an indigent Mis- 
sissippi Negro convicted of rape. 



Traditionally, the ACLU watches the civil- 
liberties pulse of the nation, but today it 
has need for taking its own pulse too. This 
is a brief organizational report on the 
Union s operational, or fiscal, year— which 
ended March 31. 

Last June, early in the year, a Biennial 
Conference brought us up sharply with the 
realities of a growth crisis. This crisis was 
described in last September's civil liber- 
ties, and I have been able to discuss it with 
many members during my travels last fall 
and winter. In short, we found that the 
Union had simply undertaken to do more, 
particularly in establishing new affiliates, 
than even the healthy pace of our steady 
growth in membership and income would 
finance. 

After the necessary belt-tightening, the 
ACLU wrestled with the causes of the crisis, 
endeavoring at the same time to maintain 
its momentum of growth and its capacity to 
deal with increasingly complex challenges to 
the ideal of liberty. It is now possible to re- 
port that a remarkable unity of purpose and 
the generous response of the Unions mem- 
bers has enabled the crisis to be weathered 
and has made its resolution seem attainable. 

Most significantly, our rate of membership 
increase has improved on the pace of recent 
years. Sixty-one thousand members in April 
1962 have become 66,000 a year later. 

Importantly, an increasing proportion of 
our new members were recruited by affiliate 
and chapter effort, as neighbor enlisted 
neighbor in our cause. Moreover, though 
the crisis necessarily halted the formation 
of new affiliates (a reduced national staff 
could not adequately serve more new local 
groups, much less find finances for their 
operational needs), a previously-initiated or- 
ganizing effort was concluded in the charter- 
ing of the Dallas Civil Liberties Union, 
bringing to 33 the total number of ACLU 
affiliates — which in turn have over 100 local 
chapters of their own. Meanwhile, members 
in other areas, among them Georgia, laid 
organizational plans which, if we can keep 
up the financial rate of growth of the past 
year, we will be able to fulfill. 

The weathering of the financial crisis, 
however, was made possible mainly by the 
direct and generous response of great num- 
bers of our members to the need. A 16% 

Victory Won in Colorado Case 
Involving Airline Hiring Policy 

In a case brought by the Colorado Anti- 
Discrimination Commission and backed by 
the ACLU, the U. S. Supreme Court on April 
22 ruled unanimously that the states are 
entitled to make interstate airlines end racial 
discrimination in hiring. 

The case involved Marlon D. Green, a 
Negro, formerly a captain in the Air Force, 
who was denied a pilot s job with Continen- 
tal Air Lines, the Commission found, solely 



increase in membership contributions en- 
abled use to restore part of the national 
staff retrenchment required last summer and 
put affiliates, which shared in these contri- 
butions, in a-stronger position to-meet^the 
heavier burdens of helping to support their 
national organization they are assuming this 
year. 

At the same time the national Board and 
the affiliates separately raised an Emergency 
Expansion Fund to finance the addition of a 
field development officer to the national staff. 
Gifts and pledges to the fund have enabled 
us to begin the search for the person who 
will meet the high qualifications set for this 
position. 

In every area of the national office's work 
new volunteers have come to the aid of the 
many who have been with us longer, par- 
ticipating in an ACLU tradition of reliance 
for its most important labor on the unpaid 
services of members. 

Because of our crisis, more than the usual 
proportion of civil liberties space has been 
devoted to internal organizational matters 
this year. At a time when events have given 
us an increasing quantity of substantive civil 
liberties news and action to report, this 
proportion has been distressing. But it may 
mark a new degree of maturity that our 
organization has engaged in such internal 
stock-taking and has gathered from it a deter- 
mination to deal realistically with the need 
for extending its human and financial re- 
sources. 

When parts of our nation are responding 
to a revolution in race relations with an 
almost totalitarian repression of ideas, when 
new reactions to the complexities of an 
increasingly industrialized and urbanized 
society are manifesting themselves in more 
sophisticated forms of intolerance to dis- 
sent and unorthodoxy, and when fear-bred 
responses to constant international tension 
are threatening liberty everywhere — the need 
for putting sinew and muscle on the structure 
of a firm and steadfast guardian of the 
American ideal is unprecedented.

Gov. Brown was honorary chair- 
man of the Rally and co-chair- 
men were Dr. C.A. Henson, Dr.

Thomas G. Neusom and Rev. Mar- 
vin Robinson. 

Later that evening Dr. King 
and his associates attended a re- 
ception in his honor at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Burt Lancaster, 
where community leaders and peo- 
ple from the entertainment in- 
dustry contributed another $20,- 
000 to the fight for freedom. 

The reception was attended by 
all those who had appeared on the 
Rally program and Marlon Bran- 
do, Polly Bergen, Lloyd Bridges, 
John Forsythe and Freddie 
Fields. 



Board adopts 4-point 
plan of ad hoc group 

The Los Angeles Board of Education took a giant step toward 
solving de facto segregation problems In the city's schools when four 
recommendations concerning equal educational opportunities were 
adopted last month. ► 

The recommendations were presented to the Board by the special 
Ad Hoc Committee appointed by the Board on June 7. 1962 at the 
request of ACLU, the National Assoc for the Advancement of 
Colored People and the Congress on Racial Equality to study school 
segregation due to patterns of 
residential segregation and the 
problems resulting from the situ- 
ation. 

The Committee, headed by Board 
member Mrs. Georgianna Hardy, 
held a series of public meetings 
with community groups and indi- 
vidual citizens expressing their 
points of view. 

On May 20, the Board adopted the 
Committee's four recommenda- 
tions, the first of which deals with 
a general statement of policy and 
the others which deal with the im- /~»\ 
plementation of that policy. 

Must Eliminate Segregation 

The first recommendation rec- 
ognizes that "equal educational 
opportunity Is best achieved In 
schools which provide pupils an 
opportunity for Interaction with 
persons of differing cultures and 
ethnic backgrounds." 

To further this policy the Board 
recognizes that it must act posi- 
tively "by encouraging actions and 
programs designed to maintain in 
the Los Angeles City Schools a 
position of leadership in the avoid- 
ance of segregation or discrimin- 
ation in such matters as school 
boundaries; student discipline; 
educational and vocational coun- 
seling; teacher placement, trans- 
fer, and promotion; and any other 
matter affecting equal educational 
opportunity." 

They also state, "that all such 
policies should be continuously and 
clearly communicated toall school 
personnel and to the public" 

Humon Relations Director 

Next the Committee recom- 
mended the appointment of a human 
relations director whose duties 
would Include research into cur- 
rent problems concerning equal 
education and working with other 
community groups to relieve these 
problems; developing classroom — > 
programs in the field of human"** 
relations; and strengthening pro- 
cedures for dealing with questions 
and complaints of school person- 
nel, parents, and the general pub- 
lic 

The third recommendation con- 
cerned Itself with programs of 
special education for schools which 
"have large numbers of low 
achievers because of differing 
socio-economic or cultural back- 
ground. These programs should in- 
clude increased counseling 
services and remedial instruc- 
tion; flexibility Inschool program- 
ing; special training for teachers, 
counselors, and administrators; 
projects designed to raise aspira- 
tion levels; and pilot projects in 
culturally disadvantaged areaS*^ 
such as the extension of the school

But no civil rights law is of real value unless It Is enforced 
with the full authority of the federal government behind it. While 
the federal government is directly Involved In supporting civil 
rights suits its legal activities must be continued and enlarged. 
This should include swift federal investigations in Birmingham 
and elsewhere — even under the present Sec. 242 which permits 
prosecutions of officials who use their position to deny persons 
constitutional rights — with the same interest that FBI agents 
displayed in probing the bombinj of Rev. King's home and the 
A.C. Gaston motel. 

And even vigorous application of law is not the only answer. 
There is need for constant affirmation by leaders of the federal 
government, from the President on down, for the constitutional 
principle of equal treatment of all American citizens.ThereMUST 
be demonstrated a real concern for the moral principle which 
underlies the constitutional guarantees. There MUST bo recognized 
that unless we rid ourselves of the shackles of racial discrimi- 
nation, no American, colored or white, is truly free. Such re- 
affirmation by the nation's leaders of the essence of our demo- 
cratic faith and tradition would sharpen this point on the public 
conscience. 

Finally, the Birmingham crisis should point the way to per- 
sonal and community exploration of what more can be done at 
these levels to end racial discrimination. As the headlines of 
our newspapers report daily, racial discrimination is not a 
Southern problem only. The degredation of segregation is felt 
just as deeply In Northern "and Western cities as In Birmingham 
and Jackson. Indeed, new Birmingham crisis might flare up in 
non-Southern cities at any time. If Birmingham has taught us 
that lesson and given us renewed courage in the struggle for 
equal rights, the bravery of Birmingham's Negroes will have 
charted new paths for realization of constitutional rights, the 
cornerstone of liberty.

Dear Friend: 

In response to your letter of 
April 26 wherein you discuss the 
so-called moratorium on capital 
punishment, this is the second 
time that any measure of that kind 
has ever passed this house. The 
first time It did it was a complete 
moratorium, not my dear friend, 
a bag limit on human beings. But 
definitely no one under that bill 
would have been executed so that 
it could have been a yardstick to 
have determined some of the ar- 
guments pro or con. I voted in 
favor of that. 

I voted against this measure. . . 
because it did not serve the pur- 
pose of determining whether the 
death penalty Is a deterrent to 
murder, since it still would pro- 
vide for the execution of several 
classes of killers. 

In allowing for the execution of 
some murderers on a selective 
basis, the bill concedes capital 
punishment Is justified under some 
circumstances. The present law 
already gives juries discretion 
prescribing the degree of punish- 
ment based on the nature of the 
crime. 

Should the Legislature set itself 
up as being wiser than the juries 
and the judges, who hear the evi- 
dence first-hand, doing so by pre- 
senting the categories of first 
degree murder for which a person 
sbodd or shocld not be put to 
death** da the LegtsUttrre say it 
is a cere betsocs crime for oce 
feUo* to kill another prisoo^r than 
it is for an intruder in the night to 
break Into a home and rape and 
kill a child? 

Yot that, is wiiat this bUl does. 
Somehow it seems more Immoral 
than the circumstances about which 
the opponents of capital punish- 
i ment shed some tears before the 
\ Legislature. Could it be possible 
j that this thing has degenerated into 
{ a racket by certain "swivel liber- 
' ties" advocates that are allegedto 
be collecting huge funds for its de- 
fense. 

I sit in judgment upon the pass- 
age of these bills, not In a preju- 
dicial vein, but with an open mind 
to listen to the arguments.

Rights bills still up in air

June 21 is the last day of the 
1933 session of the Legislature 
but many civil liberties Issues re- 
main to be resolved. The Senate 
Committee on Governmental Effi- 
ciency is sitting on two issues of 
major importance: AB 1240, the 
fair housing bill, and AB 692, t h e 
death penalty moratorium bill. 

The moratorium bill is set for 
a night hearing on June 5, along 
with two constitutional amend- 
ments aimed at submitting the 
issue of capital punishment to a 
vote of the people. The moratori- 
um bill is given a slim chance of 
passage although the Governor has 
made a major effort on its behalf. 
The bill was sent to the Govern- 
mental Efficiency Committee by 
Ihe President Pro-Tern of the 
Senate, Hugh Burns (p., Fresno) 
in order to Insure its defeat. Burns 
has come out publicly in support 
of the referendum measures,SCA 1 
and SCA 2 (Holmdahl, D., Oak- 
land), but it is doubtful whether 
any serious attention will be given 
them by the Legislature. Either of 
:he measures would placethe death 
penalty issue on the 1 964 ballot and 
tew legislators want torunwitbthe 
death penalty as ajnajor. public 



Good Chance for Housing L 

The fair housing bill, AB 1240, 
does stand a good chance of pass- 
age although the substance of the 
measure could be drastically al- 
tered. From all appearances a ma- 
jor battle is taking place behind 
the scenes on the content of AB 
1240. After the initial hearing on 
the bill It was put over first for 
one week and then for a second 
#eek. Senator Burns first announc- 
sd that the committee might either 
<lll or amend the bill but then 
made a public statement thathewas 



attempting to get the measure 
through. It would seem that Burns 
lost his battle to kill the measure 
outright and now seeks to drasti- 
cally amend it. It Is important that 
letters be sent to Southern Cali- 
fornia Senators urging them to 
pass AB 1240 in Its present form. 

The Governmental Efficiency 
Committee is also expected to 
pass SB 170 by Senator Albert 
Rodda <p., Sacramento). As in- 
troduced SB 170 provided for an 
advisory commission within the 
State Department of Education to 
assist local school districts on 
problems of do facto segregation 
in schools. To avoid defeat it was 
amended in committee to delete 
provisions .authorizing the State 
Board of Education to provide ad- 
ditional duties for the commission. 

Free Speech Views Dim 

If the area of civil rights looks 
somewhat promising, the area of 
free speech does not. On these is- 
sues the Legislature seems headed 
for a draw - with neither good nor 
bad bills offered much chance of 
passage. In the Senate SB! 612 by 
Senator Miller (see the May issue 
of Open Forum), which sought to 
relieve the Governor and other 
elected officials of the "embar- 
rassment" of orally taking the oath 
of non- disloyalty by permitting the 
taking of the positive oath to sup- 
port the Constitution AFTER taking 
the disclaimer in writing, was de- 
feated by the Senate Committee on 
Governmental Efficiency. There 
was no recorded vote. Although 
this bili deserved defeat it prob- 
ably means the defeat of SB 1613, 
also by Senator Miller, to substi- 
tute the positive oath for the dis- 
claimer for most public em- 
ployees. This would leave the simi- 
lar measure, A B 2931, by Assem- 
blyman John Knox (p., Richmond), 
pending before the Assembly Com- 



mittee on Government Organiza- 
tion. The Knox bill will be heard 
In committee by the time this ar- 
ticle reaches print. 

Two repressive free speech 
measures seem headed for defeat 
in the Assembly Committee on 
Criminal Procedure. AB1925 
would provide a loyalty oath for 
the use of any public property. It 
is identical to Section 8 of the de- 
feated Francis Amendment. AB 
2526 would provide a loyalty oath 
for lobbyists. Both were Introduced 
by Assemblyman William Danne- 
meyer (p., Orange County). 

Obscenity Law Intact 

The Criminal Procedure Com- 
mittee has defeated the last of a 
series of bills to remove free 
speech protections from Cali- 
fornia's obscenity statute. And two

draw his obscenity bills (AB's 3 
and 14) from the Criminal Pro- 
cedure Committee were tabled 
on the floor of the Assembly. It 
Is likely that the Criminal Pro- 
cedure Committee will also de- 
feat several repressive search 
and seizure bills which passed the 
Senate. 

Police Practices 

California will certainly not join 
the 16 states which passed one or 
more of three proposed changes in 
the United States Constitution. 
Proposals asking for a Court of 
the Union to overrule decisions 
by ttxe U.S. Supreme Court, for a 
drastic change in the amending 
process to permit the states alone 
to amend the constitution, and for 
removal of federal court super- 
vision over reapportionment under 
the equal protection clause (ACR's 
35, 36, 37 .by Charles Chapel)were 
summarily defeated intwoAssem- 
bly committees. 

The Assembly Criminal Proce- 
dure Committee has acted on a 
number of bills by Assemblyman 
Mervyn Dymally (p., Los Angeles) 
on police practices. The committee 
sent AB 1826, requiring the es- 
tablishment of police review 
boards in all cities with a popula- 
tion of 50,000 or more to an b>- 
terim study. Atty. Hugh Manes ap- 
peared before the committee on 
behalf of the ACLU in support of 
the police review board method of 
providing a remedy for those in- 
jured by unlawful police action. The 
committee passed AB2555requir- 
lng law enforcement agencies to 
report the facts of any case of a 
killing by a peace officer to the 
Attorney General. The committee 
also passed a Dymally bill (AB 
2243) aimed at protecting the repu- 
tations of those convicted as a re- 
sult of peaceful civil rights demon- 
strations In other states.

Mail stoppage suit 
filed bv ACLU 



ACLU attorneys A. L. Wlrin and Fred Okrand filed suit May 31 In 
behalf of a man whose mail from North Korea Is being stopped by the 
Post Office Dept. 

Filed in the U.S. District Court In behalf of Charles AmMn against 
Leslie Shaw, acting Los Angeles Postmaster; John Fixa, San Francisco 
Postmaster; and J. Edward Day, 



Postmaster General of the United 
States; the suit asks the Court to 
hold unconstitutional a recently 
adopted act of Congress which 
permits the Post Office Dept. to 
censor and stop mall from Com- 
munist countries. 

The statute (39 U.S. Code, Sec. 
4008) provides that mail, other than 
first class, from a foreign counlry, 
which Is determined by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to be Com- 
munist political propaganda, shall 
not be delivered to the addressee. 
The Postmaster - is^required to 
notify the addressee that he has 
Communist political propaganda 
addressed to him and that unless 
he notifies the Postmaster he wants 
the mall, It will be destroyed. 
Right to Read 

Amlin's complaint holds he is 
anli-Communlst, but believes he 
has the right to have his mail 
delivered uninterrupted and re- 
serves for himself the right to 
read it or not, as he sees fit. 

One such publication held by 
the Los Angeles Post Office last 
March was an edition of "The 
People's Korea," a newspaper 
published In Tokyo In English. 
% Amlin, believing as he did, did not 
send notification; back to the Post- 
master, so presumably the liter- 
ature was destroyed, the complaint 
says.

According toj \he complaint, 
Fixa, the San Francisco Post- 
master, Is now holding another 
copy of "People's Korea" and has 
written Amlin that if he does not 
send notification that he wants It 
by June 4, it will be destroyed. 

The complaint charges the stat- 
ute violates First Amendment 
guarantees of freedom of speech 
and press and Fifth Amendment 
guarantees of due process.

Dr. Eason Monroe, ACLU 
Executive Director, last month 
protested the censorship of maga- 
zines by thelnglewoodPollceDept. 
acting in behalf of the Inglewood 
Citizens Committee for Decent 
Literature. 

In a letter to Police Chief R.H. 
Collins, Dr. Monroe referred to a 
story in the Los Angeles Times on 
April 26, that Inglewood police- 
men hand- carried a letter from the 
chief to 42 magazine outlets after 
a survey disclosed there were ma- 
terials on sale that the Inglewood 
Citizens for Decent Literature 
Committee's attorney deemed to 
be "legally obscene" for which 
prosecution might be brought under 
California Law. 

According to the Times story, 
Collins, in his letter to the maga- 
zine dealers cited the Commit- 
tee's survey and then quoted from 
the Penal Code dealingwith the sale 
of obscene literature. 

In his letter to Collins, Dr. Mon- 
roe said, "If the story is accurate, 
I assume this activity took place 
before Feb. 18, 19G3, the date of 
the U.S. Supreme Court's decision 
in Bantam Books, Inc. v. Sullivan, 
holding such conduct to be illegal. 
Or if the activity described in the 
news story took place subsequent 
to Feb. 18, I assume you were 
unaware of the Supreme Court's 
decision. Imakethese assumptions 
because lam sureyour office would 
not knowingly be a party to unlaw- 
ful conduct.

The last recommendation re- 
lates to the establishment of school 
boundaries to Implement the posi- 
tive goal of Increasing integration. 
The administrators should beguid- 
ed by the Board's policy state- 
ment which says: 

"In the establishment of atten- 
dance for new schools, or In the 
alteration of existing school atten- 
dance areas, the present and pro- 
jected ethnic composition of the 
locality will be given considera- 
tion, and wherever feasible, boun- 
daries will be selected that will 
reduce the tendency of a locali- 
ty's residential segregation to 
cause school segregation. Special 
attention to the problem should be 
given in selecting sites for new 
schools and in establishing boun- 
dary lines of schools near the 
periphery of minority group con- 
centrations."

Lionel Kichman, ACLU attorney, 
contends "The naked title to the 
real property has never been the 
touchstone to determine when a 
guest becomes a trespasser and 
when free speech may be restrict- 
ed." He cites the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling in the case of Marsh 
v. Alabama, where a town owned 
by the Gulf Shipbuilding Corp. tried 
to prevent Jehovah Witnesses from 
ever coming on the streets of the. 
town. 



Case May Prevent Action 

The court said, "We do not 
agree that the corporation's prop- 
erty interests settle the question. 
The state urges in effect that the 
corporation's right to control the 
Inhabitants of the town is coexten- 
sive with the right of a homeowner 
to regulate the conduct of his 
guests. We cannot accept that con- 
tention. Ownership does not always 
mean absolute dominion. The more 
an owner, for his advantage, opens 
up his property for use b/ the pub- 
lic in general, the more do 
rights become clrcumscrlBetTbT* 
the statutory and constitutional 
rights of those who use it." 

Justice Frankfurter, In a con- 
curring opinion suggested that al- 
though title to property might con- 
trol property relations it did not 
control issues of civil liberty.

IndlQtlQ: Indiana University has refused to discipline three students indicted on 
charges of subversion in connection with their activities as members of the Young Socialist 
Alliance. "Freedom of speech is fundamental on this campus," said an I.U. spokesman. 

Iowa: The United Presbyterian Church, at its General Assembly in Des Moines last 
month, opposed Bible-reading, prayer, and other religious observances in public schools. 

Wisconsin: Library Journal reports that the Ashland library board voted to return 
the Kazantzakis novel 'The Last Temptation of Christ" to open and free circulation after 
its removal by demand of a Catholic priest, as recounted in the May CIVIL liberties. 

Mississippi: The Jackson Daily News last month blamed a sharp rise in the states 
highway death toll on "the anxieties of Mississippians" brought on by fear of integration. 

New Jersey: Five pupils described as members of the Black Muslim movement have 

been suspended from a public elementary school in Elizabeth for refusing to salute the 

flag; in mid-May they were temporarily reinstated by the State Education Commissioner.

Idaho: A new loyalty oath binding on all state employees was enacted last month; it 
includes a promise not to join any organization advocating overthrow of the government. 

Washingt Oil, D. C: The U. S. Court of Appeals on April 25 reversed a Subversive 
Activities Control Board order for registration of the Labor Youth League on grounds that 
it had been dissolved in 1957 and there was no need to inform the public about it. 

New York: A song satirizing the John Birch Society was barred from Ed Sullivan's 
show last month by the Columbia Broadcasting System, which said it was controversial. 

California: Stanford University's trustees last month rejected two multi-million dollar 
gifts, assertedly aimed at combatting socialist ideas, because of the "strings attached." 

Alabama: A Birmingham police official said last month he couldn't understand the 
world uproar over their use of dogs: "We never turned them loose on anybody."

Maryland ACLU Helps to 
Enact Civil Marriage Law 

With the active support of the Maryland 
ACLU, the states General Assembly recently 
enacted legislation permitting civil marriages 
for the first time in Maryland's history. Mary- 
land had been the only state in the Union 
requiring an ordained clergyman to perform 
the rites. 

The Rev. Irving R. Murray, Chairman of 
the local ACLU, succeeded in marshalling 
support from leaders of the Catholic, Prot- 
estant, and Jewish faiths. When the bill was 
revived (after having previously been voted 
down in committee), this support gave it 
the impetus it needed to get through the 
Legislature. 

TIES, the ACLU and its affiliates are mobil- 
izing opposition to the bill. Letters from 
individual ACLU members to their Con- 
gressmen are urgently needed.

John Haynes Holmes 
In Appeal to Members 

A letter from John 
Haynes Holmes was 
mailed to 50,000 of 
the ACLU's members 
on May 31. In it Dr. 
Holmes sets forth 
three of the major 
challenges facing the 
Union and its affili- 
ates this summer — 
the proposed exten- 
John Haynes Holmes s ion of the 1917 
Sedition Act, the campaign to amend the 
Constitution and weaken the Supreme Court, 
and the repression of the Bill of Rights 
in the South. Your response to Dr. Holmes's 
appeal — and that of all who receive his 
* letter — will determine how the Union meets 
the challenges of 1963. 

Minister of New York's Community 
Church since 1907, Dr. Holmes was one 
of the nine members of the organizing com- 
mittee that helped Roger Baldwin form the 
Civil Liberties Bureau of the American 
Union Against Militarism in 1917. The 
Bureau soon became independent and in 
January 1920 was reorganized as the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union. Dr. Holmes 
served on the ACLU's Board from the be- 
ginning and as its Chairman from 1939 to 
1949. In 1954 he retired for reasons of 
health and was elected Director Emeritus. 

His appeal to the Unions members ends 
with these words:

Danger to Civil Liberties Seen in 
Three States-Rights Amendments 

The American Civil Liberties Union warned last month that a long-unpub- 
licized package of three proposed constitutional amendments would, if adopted, 
have a "far-reaching and crippling" effect on civil liberties. The Union charged 
that adoption of the amendments might lead to removal of such basic rights as 
freedom of speech, freedom of religion, an d jury trial from the Constitution 
The three amendments, proposed by the " 



State Assembly of the Council of State Gov- 
ernments, would (1) revise the method of 
amending the Constitution so as to permit 
state legislatures to act on their own without 
approval from Congress, (2) restrict the 
federal courts' jurisdiction in cases affecting 
apportionment of state legislatures, and (3) 
create a new "Court of the Union" with 
power to override decisions of the U. S. 
Supreme Court. 

14 States Have Approved 

On May 19 the New York Times reported 
that eleven states had approved the first 
amendment, twelve the second, and three the 
third — fourteen different states in all. A 
major effort is now under way to obtain 
approval for the amendments by the legisla- 
tures of Alabama, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Iowa, Louisiana, Michigan, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Carolina, Vermont, and Wis- 
consin. 




The ACLU noted that the Constitution 
now provides for amendments to be pro- 
posed by a governmental body having na- 
tional scope, either the Congress, on its own 
initiative, or by a nation-wide convention on 
the initiative of the legislatures of two-thirds 
of the states. "This method," the Union said, 
"assures that such an important step as 
amending the Constitution reflects a genuine 
national desire and opens the substance of 
the amendment to real national debate where 
the public's voice can be heard." 

The first amendment offered by the Coun- 
cil of State Governments, the ACLU said, 
would eliminate all this and permit the legis- 
latures of two-thirds of the states to propose 
any amendment. 34 of the 50 states could 
propose, and only four more states would be 
needed to ratify. 

The danger of this, the Union stressed, is 
that there are 34 states with only 40% 
of the population and that there are 38 states 
whose legislatures are controlled by legisla- 
tors individually representing only 15% of 
the nations population. 

Thus, the ACLU emphasized, "it could he 
possible for such basic rights as freedom of 
speech and religion, the privilege against 
self-incrimination, the right of jury trial, or 
other freedoms in our Bill of Rights to be 
removed from the Constitution by a minority 
point of view. Of course this will be denied, 
but once the power is given it can be used." 

The Apportionment Amendment 

The second proposed amendment — to re- 
move all legislative apportionment cases 
from federal judicial scrutiny — "is a bold 
move which, taken together with the first," 
the Union continued, "makes clear the civil 
libertarian's anxiety that malapportioned leg-

(Continued from page 1, column 3 ) 
islatures controlled by a minority of the na- 
tion's population could initiate and enact an 
amendment removing any civil liberties safe- 
guard now contained in the Constitution."

With respect to the third proposal— the 
creation of a "Court of the Union" composed 
of the chief justices of all 50 states to review 
Supreme Court decisions— the ACLU said: 
"We cannot understand such a major at- 
tack on the structure of our government un- 
less it be an attempt to revise recent Supreme 
Court decisions making apportionment a 
matter of federal judicial concern, outlawing 
segregation as denial of equal protection, and 
condemning state police practices as denials 
of due process. As we have urged the Court 
on numerous occasions to make these deci- 
sions affirming constitutional rights, we nec- 
essarily must oppose any attempt to overrule 
them." 

"We shall endeavor," the Union concluded,

Algernon D. Black 



In this period of rapid change and con- 
flict, the stress on the Bill of Rights makes 
it imperative that Americans take a good 
look at the system of Federalism. This book 
is timely in that it brings together the 
learning, experience, and insight , of four 
Justices of the Supreme Court on the critical 
issues of Federal Power, States Rights, and 
individual freedom. 

Dedicated to the "Living Spirit of James 
Madison," it begins with two fine intro- 
ductory contributions, one from the editor, 
Dr. Edmond Cahn, on "A New Kind of 
Society," and the other by Irving Brant, the 
authoritative biographer of Madison, on 
"The Madison Heritage." Professor Cahn 
not only conveys the picture of historic 
events and the intellectual climate at the 
time the Constitution and Bill of Rights 
were conceived, but also the new spirit 
which enabled the founders to attempt to 
achieve a free society transcending the orig- 
inal intentions of the American Revolution. 

The main body of the book consists of the 
four James Madison Lectures given by 
Justices of the Supreme Court under the 
sponsorship of the N.Y.U. School of Law. 
In the opening chapter on "The Bill of 
Rights and the Federal Government" Justice 
Hugo L. Black discusses whether the fram- 
ers of the Constitution, in giving power to 
the Federal government, intended that Con- 
gress might be able to abridge constitutional 
rights in the public interest. Justice Black 
takes a firm position against "legislative 
omnipotence": "It is my belief that there 
are absolutes' in our Bill of Rights and that 
they were put there on purpose by men who 
knew what words meant and meant their 
prohibitions to be absolutes/" 

In his selection on "The Bill of Rights 
and the States, Justice Brennan contributes 
a valuable interpretation of the Fourteenth

Quoting Madison that "In- 
dependent tribunals of justice will consider 
themselves, in a peculiar manner, the guard- 
ians of these rights," Justice Brennan points 
out that the interpretation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment which made all of the Bill of 
Rights applicable to the States "has yet to 
command the support of a majority of the 
Court." 

Chief Justice Warren devotes himself to 
the separation and subordination of the 
military to the civil authority. Of value is 
his discussion of the change in the military 
establishment due to the increased num- 
ber of citizens in uniform and the problems 
presented by civilians under military juris- 
diction. 

Much of the material on violations of 
human rights presents a dismal picture. To 
violations of freedom of expression must be 
added violations of due process — official 
lawlessness, illegal searches and seizures, 
illegal detentions attended by prolonged in- 
terrogations and coerced admission of gailt, 
denial of counsel, and downright brutality. 

In closing, Justice Douglas says: "The 
advantage of fair procedures when the 
lone individual challenges those in power 
is that government becomes the symbol of 
justice, not the badge of oppression. The 
advantage of encouraging non-conformity is 
that new and fresh approaches to trouble- 
some problems are encouraged. Once speech, 
belief, and conscience are placed beyond the 
reach of government, a nation acquires, a 
spiritual strength that will make it a shin- 
ing light to all who have never know the 
blessings of liberty, even to those behind 
the Iron and Bam boo Curtains." 

Binghamton Sun Says 
'Remember Bill Moore* 

Among the newspaper editorials protest- 
ing the murder of William L. Moore in 
Alabama on April 23 was one in the Sun- 
Bulletin of Binghamton, N. Y., where Moore 
had been a postman until he transferred to 
Baltimore last November and where his 
family still lives. It asked readers to "Re- 
member Bill Moore" by 'contributing either 
to the ACLU or to the N.A.A.C.P. 

Thanking David Bernstein, the Sun- 
Bulletin's president and editor, ACLU Ex- 
ecutive Director John de J. Pemberton, Jr., 
observed that "in the spirit of your editorial 
we must find renewed courage and deter- 
mination to carry on the battle in which 
Mr^Monre was so deeolv involved."

Change in F.O.R.9fax 
Status Is Hit by Union 

Sharp criticism of the Internal Revenue 
Service's revocation of the Fellowship of Re- 
conciliation's tax exemption was voiced on 
May 12 by the ACLU, which termed the 
action "censorship of religion." 

The IRS revoked xhe-pacifist organiza- 
tion's tax deductibility status in January on 
the ground that the group's purpose — the re- 
conciliation .of peoples and nations under 
God by means of "love, such as that seen 
pre-eminently in Jesus" — is a political not 
religious goal which can be achieved only 
through the passage or defeat of legislation. 
Contributions to the Fellowship have been 
deductible since 1926 on the basis of its reli- 
gious and educational purposes. 

"The revocation of the Fellowship's 
exempt status," the Union charged, "repre- 
sents encroachment by the state into the 
area protected by the First Amendment 

"The courts are prohibited from inquiry 
into the validity of particular religious be- 
liefs, and an administrative agency is under 
even greater restraints. The action of the 
Internal Revenue Service, both with regard 
to the Fellowship of Reconciliation and to 
the religious community generally, represents 




VAN WYCK BROOKS 

We record with sorrow the death of 
Van Wyck Brooks on Kay 2, a mem- 
ber of our National Committee since 
1949.

Union Takes Action on 
Defenders, Housing, 

These ACLU actions took place 
last month in Washington, D. C 
Executive Director John de J. Pemberton, 
Jr., threw the Union's support behind a pro- 
posal to make the U. S. Civil Rights Com- 
mission a permanent agency of the federal 
government — in testimony before the Senate 
Subcommittee on Constitutional Rights. 
"The glare of publicity to which race rela- 
tions have been exposed in recent years has 
pricked the conscience of our society," Pem- 
berton said. "And the work of the Commis- 
sion has contributed richly to this educa- 
tional advance." 

Paid Legal Defense 

Appearing before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee on behalf of the ACLU, Professor 
Monrad Paulsen of the Columbia Law School 
endorsed the idea of providing paid legal 
defense for persons unable to obtain it for 
themselves— as contained in two bills, S.1057 
and S.63. Noting that thousands of defend- 
ants each year are without means to employ 
attorneys, Paulsen said that even though the 
indigent defendant has the right — "rooted in 
the Sixth Amendment" — to have defense 
counsel appointed, the system works poorly 
when the lawyer is uncompensated. 
Housing Discrimination 

The ACLU called on the Federal Housing 
Commission to bar financial aid to builders 
for future construction if they refuse to ad- 
mit Negroes into existing housing built with 
government assistance. In a letter to FHA 
Commissioner Philip H: Brownstein, the 
Union said such a regulation would fill one 
of the major^^ s in President Kenned 



a severe diminution of the rights of a reli- 
gious organization to operate free from gov- 
ernmental control." 

The revocation was also decried by twenty- 
nine religious leaders, including two former 
presidents of the National Council of 
Churches, the president of the University of 
Notre Dame, five Protestant bishops, and 
four rabbis. The LR.S. has agreed to recon- 
sider its action, and conferred with F.O.R. 
officials on May 15. 



Rights Commission, 
FCC, Fifth Amendment 

Executive Order of last fall designed to end 
racial discrimination in federally-assisted 
housing. The order applied only to housing 
erected after November 20, 1962. 
N on- Believers on the Air 

The Union urged the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to change the "religious" 
question in its Program Service Form so as 
to "affirm a broadcaster's obligation to pro- 
gram additionally unorganized religious and 
dissident views." As the question of how 
such views should be handled is raised espe- 
cially in the case of atheists, the ACLU's let- 
ter to FCC Chairman Newton Minow noted 
the position it took in 1950 and reaffirmed 
by its Board of Directors on April 22, 1963. 
This position is that atheists should not be 
barred from the air, but that they are not 
entitled to time merely because a religious 
broadcast has been made. 

Communist Registration 

An appeal to restore the Fifth Amend- 
ment privilege against self-incrimination as 
a bulwark for dissenting political opinion 
was made by the ACLU when it filed a brief 
with the U. S. Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia urging that the conviction 
of the Communist Party for failing to regis- 
ter under the Subversive Activities Control 
Act be reversed. "In addition to compelling 
officers and members to disclose their affilia- 
tion with the Party," the brief points out, 
the process of registration "requires them to 
furnish the government with information 
which could be used against them if they 
were to be prosecuted under Section 4(a) 
of the Act, or -under the Smith Act," ~~ 



Hays Civil Liberties Fellows 
Active at N.Y.U. Law School 

Twenty-two law school seniors from all 
parts of the country have applied for. Arthur 
Garfield Hays Graduate Civil Liberties Fel- 
lowships this fall at New York University 
Law School, reports Professor Norman Dor- 
sen— adding that many law school under- 
graduates-have alsor applied^f or Senior Fel- 
lowships. 

The Hays Program at N.Y.U. was estab- 
lished in memory of the lawyer who served 
as the ACLU's General Counsel for over 
thirty years until his death in December 1954. 

Under Professor Dorsen's direction the 
Program provided legal research assistance 
during the past academic year to the ACLU, 
American Jewish Committee, American Jew- 
ish Congress, CORE, and the American As- 
sociation of University P rofessors.

Mrs. Walter pictured the image the 
Negro would like to see evolve for his 
race in the industry, particularly urging 
more use of Negroes in TV commer- 
cials. Attorney Neusom said the com- 
munications industry has a challenge 
to face reality and show Negro life as 
it is so the industry may say it led in 
elimination of "second-class citizen- 
ship.'* 

Brando declared, "Prejudice is there 
in the film industry" and said he had 
heard studio heads say they "had a 
moral obligation to the bankers not to 
depict miscegenation." Brando stated 
that "some of the studios will prob- 
ably have to be demonstrated against" 
and ended with, "Let's see not what 
we can do but how we can do it." 

Monaster said the challenge is 
against "apathy, indifference and good 
intentions" and said the WGAW is 
preparing a statement on racial mat- 
ters for general circulation. Dunne be- 
lieved that "Hollywood suffers from 
identification with its own stereotype" 
and called the racial problems a "sick- 
ness." He suggested the best policy 
might be a "rear-echelon, propaganda 
campaign" and said, "Let's us use this 
great power of the screen with wis- 
dom." 

Following the formal talks, Heston 
was first to get the floor from the 
audience. He declared that "Screen 
Actors Guild has a record that can 
compare with any union in history^ Dn 
race relations." Heston attempted] to 
have che of the proposed resolutions

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CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 

The "Guide to Subversive Organizations", revised, 
December 1, 1961, pp. 43-44, describes this committee as 
follows : 

"The Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms * * * specializes in propaganda aimed at abolishing 
the Committee on Un-American Activities and discrediting 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Created in Los Angeles 
in 1952, the front organization is run by FRANK WILKINSON, 
an identified Gommunist who recently resumed the full-time, 
paid post of executive secretary after approximately a 
year's leave of absence to assist in a similar campaign 
by another front in New York City, the Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee. 

"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles, September 2-5, 1958, to inquire 
into the nature of the Party's recent reorganization in 
California, the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms sponsored a series of public meetings to protest 
the hearings and the very existence of the Committee. 
Communists subpoenaed as witnesses were guests of honor. 

"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern 
California District, were mobilizing Communists in the area 
for participation in an intensified campaign to abolish 
this committee of Congress. How the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms served the party in this effort 
was revealed by (Communist Party) District Chairman DOROTHY 
HEALEY in a report to the party's Southern California 
District Council on September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY 
declared that the party preferred public protest meetings 
to be held by the Citizens Committee to Preserve American 
Freedoms rather than under party auspices because Communists 
could attend without danger of being exposed as members of the 
party. She also noted that Communists scheduled as congressional 
committee witnesses could not appear beforehand at openly 
Communist rallies without creating the impression that the party 
was conspiring with witnesses to withhold information from 
the committee."

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COMMON-ISO? INFILTRATION OP THE 
FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH OF LOS ANGELES 



A source advised on April 29, 1963, that the 
premises of the First Unitarian Church of Los Angeles have 
been utilized for meetings by Communist Party members and 
sympathizers over a period of years. Speakers and 
lecturers at the church frequently espouse Communist causes 
or follow the Communist Party line. Communist front group 
literature is distributed at the church. The church is used 
by some Communist Party members for "mass concentration" 
work. 

This same infiltration extends to adjuncts of 
the church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the 
Unitarian Fellowship for Social Justice. 

STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN has been minister of the 
church since 1948. 

Reverend STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN is described in 
the Fourth Report, Un-American Activities Committee in 
California, 1948, page 115, as a very active "Communist 
fronter" and connected with numerous "Communist front 
organizations and activities." 

Membership in the First Unitarian Church does not 
of itself connote membership in or sympathy with the Communist 
Party. 
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PAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 



"A source advised on 6/20/63 that the Pair Play 
for Cuba Committee (PPCC) was formed in New York City in 
Spring, I960, under the sponsorship of certain well-known 
pro- Communists and 'liberals' for the announced purpose of 
defending the 'truth' about Cuba from distortion by Cuba's 
enemies. A Greater Los Angeles Chapter of the PPCC was 
formed in Los Angeles, California, in December, i960, under 
the stimulus of the Los Angeles Local of the Socialist 
Workers Party (LAL-SWP). The LAL-SWP was able to dominate 
and control the activities of the Los Angeles chapter without 
difficulty until by 1962 the Southern California District 
Communist Party (SCDCP) had succeeded in gaining a foothold 
in its executive committee. At the present time both the 
LAL-SWP and the SCDCP share control of the Los Angeles chapter 
with the latter being the more dominant of the two. 

A second source advised on 6/19/63 that since early 
1962 the LAL-SWP has shown diminishing interest in the Los 
Angeles chapter of the FPCC, recognizing that it has lost 
what popular appeal it formerly had, but has nevertheless 
managed to retain control of certain key positions in it, not 
wanting to have created an organization only to turn it over 
to the 'Stalinists ' and in view of the possibility a new 
invasion of Cuba could revive its value to the LAL-SWP. 

Both the CP and the SWP have been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450."

This 
source further advised that the LAYPS would be a Marxist 
study and action group and that the teachings of KARL

in the United States, that the group considered themselves 
to be "CP oriented" and were anxious to study the brand of 
Marxism associated with the CP, USA. 

The first source above further advised on 
July 15, 1963, that in June, 1963, the LAYPS changed the 
name of the organization to Youth Action Union for two 
reasons; the first being that it was felt the LAYPS had 
gained a bad reputation because of its association with CP 
groups, and the second because it was felt the word 
"Socialism" in the title was driving away possible recruits.

Liberties Union 
Bid Refused 
in High Court 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
'The Supreme Court refused 
Monday to examine a chal- 
lenge by the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Southern 
California to a rule govern- 
ing use of school auditior- 
iums. 

The brief order .makes 
final a decision of the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court on' 
Feb. 26, 1963, upholding the 
constitutionality of the rule. 

The law suit arose from an 
application by the ACLU for 
use of the John Burroughs 
Junk* High School in Los 
Angeles for a series of 
meetings on "The Bill of 
Rights." Eason Monroe, exe- 
cutive director of the group, 
was to preside. 

Property Rule 
The rule requires the 
applicant. to State that the 
property will not be used 
'for the commission of any 
act which is prohibited by 
law, or for the commission of 
any crime including, but not 
limited to, the crime speci- 
fied in sections ... of the 
California Penal Code." 

The sections penalize ad- 
vocacy of or aiding "criminal 
syndicalism." This is defined 
as an act intended to change 
industrial ownership or 
government by unlawful 
force. 

The' ACLU argued that 
signing such an oath abridg- 
es free speech, is vague and 
arbitrary, and runs counter 
to the /settled legal prihciple 
that a man is innocent until 
proved guilty.

Board upholds 
bias resignation 

The California Unemployment Insurance Appeals Board recently upheld 
a woman's claim for unemployment insurance on the basis that she 
had good cause for leaving the employment of a company where 
she was instructed to practice race discrimination in sales to Negroes. 

According to the testimony before the board, the claimant, Barbara 
Black, was employed as a sales 



person by F, E. Compton and 
Co., a distributor of encyclopedias. 
Following three days of training 
and a short period of attempting to 
sell encyclopedias, she attended 
a' sales meeting under the direc- 
tion of her regional sales manager. 
During the meeting she understood 
from her coworkers that the com- 
pany had a policy against Negroes- 
both in sales and in terms. 

In questioning the regional sales 
manager, she was told that as a 
general policy, sales were not 
made to Negroes but added that 
exceptions could be made "if they 
had two Cadilacs in the garage or 
had been in the home 15 or 20 
years" so as to show economic 
stability. In addition he told her 



that the down payment for Negroes 
would be $50 and the delivery of 
books would be delayed until after 
a certain number of payments had 
been made. This was in contrast 
to terms of sales to other than 
Negroes where a $10 down pay- 
ment was required and immediate 
delivery was made. 
Protested Racial Bias 

During the sales meeting Miss 
Black was taught "economic dis- 
crimination" and accepted the 
necessity of evaluating prospec- 
tive customers on the basis of 
their ability to pay for the books. 
The" sales manager indicated that 
the company's record showed that 
the percentage of risk was higher

Gardner, in his testimony, con- 
firmed the time schedule set bj 
Kelly and said Jordan High School 
was "educationally indefensable'- 
thus disagreeing with the associate 
superintendent. 

Smoot expressed the view that he 
was opposed to the redrafting of anj 
scpool lines. Wirin is planning tc 
take depositions from the remain- 
ing members and the Board anc 
Superintendent Crowther. 

As a result of Kelly's statement 
that a segregated school is not 
educationally defective but harmful 
to human dignity, Kenneth B. Fry, 
Chairman of CORE'S Education 
Committee has sent a letter tc 
Mrs. Georgiana Hardy, President 
of the Board of Education, asking 
for Kelly's Immediate dismissal 
or resignation. 

"This statement reflects on the 
part of Mr. Kelly a complete lack 
of understanding of the con- 
sequences of segregated school- 
ing," the letter said, "and a lack 
of understanding of the intent of 
the Supreme Court ruling in 1954 
that separate but equal is not 
equal at all." 

For the present, efforts to stop 
the $1 million expansion program 
at Jordan have been dropped await- 
ing the decision of the Superior 
Court on the major issue in the 
case -- whether the court will 
command the Board to desegre- 
gate the school. 
Jordan Case to Decide Issue 

Although, said Wirin, the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court in the Jack- 
son v. Pasadena School Board 
case stated that a local school 
board has a legal obligation to 
eliminate de facto school segre- 
gation, the issue has not been 
squarely decided by any court. 
The Jordan case will secure such 
a ruling. 

The next step will be for the 
UCRC to secure a "permanent 
and peremptory" writ of man- 
damus against the Bo«rd. 

Lawyers representing UCRC on 
the case are Wirin of ACLU, 
Loren Milller of NAACP and Her- 
bert A. Bernhard of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress.

un- democratic, un-fair, and un- 
Jewlsh. 

Certainly Heritage does not 
accept the A '^rationalizations" of 
Mrs. M.H. Pollak's letter, nor the 
filth of Miss Marie Aver ill's dia- 
tribe — but both were printed on 
Heritage's editorial page in the 
same issue. 

I am quite sure that if either 
of these ladies had offered to 
publish their letters In paid ad- 
vertisements, Mr. Brln's retort 
would have been, "Take your 
money elsewhere!" 

Yet Mr. Brln printed both let- 
ters because all ideas are worth 
listening to, though ideas such as 
these only once. 

Why, then, say about the Ameri- 
can Nazi party, "If they have 
enough Immoral loot ... let them 
pay their own attorney fees."? 

The actions of the Nazis are not 
at Issue here, nor are they con- 
doned by the ACLU. 

The ACLU is not defending Nazi- 
Ism any more than Heritage would 
defend Miss Averlll's stuff. 

No two groups in American so- 
ciety could be more diametrically 
opposed than the ACLU and the 
neo-Nazis. 

If there is any stench in this 
case, It comes from the Forbes- 
Rockwell Bund. 

Let's applaud the moral gas- 
mask donned by the ACLU in 
saying, "Forbes, we cannot agree 
with what you say, but we will 
defend to the death your right to 
say it."

STATE BOARD

The State- Board of Education, 
at its June meeting appointed a 
special committee on the teaching 
of the Bill of Rights in the public 
schools. 

The four member committee 
consisting of state board members 
was formed after an address at 
the last meeting of the board by 
Dean Richard C. Maxwell of the 
University of California, Los An- 
geles, Law School and a member 
of the board of directors of the 
Los Angeles Civil Liberties Foun- 
dation.

• A report from the California 
Advisory Committee to the U. S. 
Commission on the Civil Rights 
has suggested that the commis- 
sion consider hearings in Los 
Angeles to investigate alleged 
police mistreatment of Negroes. 

The report by the Advisory Com- 
mittee was based on a series of 
public meetings held here in Sep- 
tember of 1962 to investigate 
police- minority group relations. 

The 12 member commitee 
headed by Episcopal Bishop James 
A. Pike, commented in particular 
upon the "surprisingly hostile" 
reception it was given last year 
by Los Angeles officials in general 
and by Mayor Samuel Yorty in 
particular. They reported that in 
contrast to the "hostile" recep- 
tion it received in Los Angeles, 
"officials of San Francisco and 
Oakland provided a gracious re- 
ception" when meetings were held 
there in January. 
Relations in L.A. Chaotic 

"Police-minority group rela- 
tions in the Bay area appear to the 
committee to be much more healthy 
and open than in the city of Los 
Angeles," the report said. 

In contrast the report comment- 
ed regarding the local situation; 

"At the time of the September 
meetings police-community rela- 
tions seemed chaotic in the city 
of Los Angeles." 

The report dwelt at length on a 
series of charges by the Los 
Angeles Fire and Police Research 
Assn., former Assemblyman 
Joseph Shell and Mayor Yorty that 
the "committee was biased against 
the Los Angeles authorities." 

The Fire and Police Research 



Assn. attacked the choice by Bishop 
Pike of Loren Miller, Los Angeles 
attorney and vice-chairman of the 
committee, to preside at the Los 
Angeles meetings. They charged 
that Miller had been associated 
with organizations which spread 
"unsubstantiated accusations of 
police brutality." 

Miller bowed out of the meet- 
ings and Prof. Ira Michael Heyman 
of Berkeley was appointed to pre- 
side. 

The report said Heyman sent an 
invitation to Mayor Yorty to attend 
the meetings and in reply received 
a letter from Yorty in which he 
implied that the meetings were 
somehow Communist controlled. 

At the same time, the report 
went on, Shell issued a statement 
to the press in which he said "I 
am completely shocked at the pro- 
cedures that have been employed 
thus far, not only in the area of 
thought control manipulation by 
questionable forces, but by utter- 
ances of certain members of the 
California Advisory Committee." 

Recommend Inquiry 

In recommending that the com- 
mission consider investigation of 
alleged police brutality against 
members of minority groups in ' 
Los Angeles, the committee said: 

"The committee did not attempt 
to determine the truth or falsity 
of allegations of this nature. The 
committee held open meetings, 
not hearings. The committee could 
and did determine however, that 
there exists a widespread attitude 
among Los Angeles Negroes that 
they are the object of discrimina- 
tion." 



Yes, help even 
for the Birchers 

(The following is on editorial which appeared in the Ventura Star 

Free Press last month) 

Poorly- informed people who are intense on the subject often 
accuse the American Civil Liberties Union of being a "Com- 
munist front" and the like. Usually they rely on an old and 
discredited report to that effect by a California legislative com- 
mittee which was duly repeated in a report by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. 

They make a great point out of the assertion that "the ACLU 
is always defending Communists," and they are careful to 
ignore two things. One thing they ignore is that Communists 
and various left-wing screwballs are more often in trouble in- 
volving their civil rights than most people. Another is that 
the ACLU stands just as ready to defend the civil rights of 
other kinds of screwballs - the American Nazis, for instance, 
when they're unconstitutionally deprived of the right to speak 
out. 

One leader of the John Birch Society in Redding got himself 
neatly painted into a corner the other day when he tried to put 
the ACLU on the spot. 

This Bircher, a doctor, was angry. His group had plastered 
up some big posters proclaiming "Impeach Earl Warren." 
Someone had torn them down. The Birchers put them back up, 
and they were torn down again. 

''Where," demanded the doctor in a letter to the Redding 
Record-Searchlight, "are the liberals who purport to be the 
defenders of the rights of the minorities? Do they believe in 
private property rights? Do they believe in the right of an 
individual to express what may be an unpopular opinion? Where 
is the American Civil Liberties Union?..." 

The ACLU was quick to respond. "If the doctor would call 
us," responded its attorney, "we would be glad to assist the 
John Birch Society in the protection of its rights." 

The doctor promptly backed off. "The matter is in the hands 
of the^cUstrict 'attorney," he mumbled. "At this point in the 
game there-'is no need for the ACLU." 

The Bir cher's bluff had been called. People in this country 
have a right to express their opinions, whether they be Birchers 
or anti- Birchers, whether their opinions are sensible or asinine 
(by varying standards). The right of a person accused of sub- 
version to face his accusers is protected by the American Civil 
Liberties Union, and so is the right of right-wingers to demand 
the Impeachment of the chief justice of the United States. The 
Constitution protects them both, and the ACLU tries to help. 
That's a point often missed by the radicals of the right.

A Joint Legal^Committee For 
Civil Rights has'been formed in 
Los Angeles by four major civil 
rights groups here to give joint 
cooperative legal' service to the 
NAACP-Unlted Civil Rights Com- 
mittee and the various organiza- 
tions that are members of the 
UCRC. 

Just as the formation of the 
UCRC in Los Angeles is a unique 
contribution to the civil rights 
scene because it is the first effort 
in any city in the United States 
to coordinate efforts of all civil 
rights groups, the Legal Commit- 
tee is unique because it is the 
first venture into joint legal ser- 
vices for civil rights cases. 

The Committee has four overall 
chairmen: Attys. • Herbert Bern- 
hard for American Jewish Con- 
gress, David Finkel for Congress 
of Racial Equality, Arnett Harts- 
field for National Assn. for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
and A.L. Wirin for American Civil 
Liberties Union.

'Dictionary' stirs 
up a hassle 

The controversy over the "Dictionary of American Slang" continuei 
to rage, in communities throughout California according to a repor 
in the 'American Library Association's Newsletter on Intellectual 
Freedom. 

The furor began in June when Max Rafferty, state superintended 
of public instruction said the book 



was unsuitable for use in the Cali- 
fornia public schools. 

The latest development came on 
Aug. 5when Attorney General Stan- 
ley Mosk ruled that only the county 
librarian may purchase or destroy 
a specific book in the county free 
library. The ruling was requested 
after the Butte County Board of 
Supervisors moved that all copies 
of the "Dictionary" now in the 
Butte County Library be destroyed. 

In Yiew of the ruling, Butte 
County Supervisor Leslie Pryde 
said "we have no desire to break 
the laws. We may ask our librar- 
ian to donate the book to some other 
library." Librarian Meyer said 
she would urge the board to keep the 
books as a reference work for 
adults. 

ACLU Protests 

Another attempt to ban the book 
occured last June in Newport Beach 
where It was reported the book had 
been- removed from the library 
shelves and burned on order from 
the city manager. 

On June 13 George L. Aydelott, 
president of the Orange County 
Chapter of ACLU wrote a letter 
to Newport Beach Mayor Charles 
Hart protesting the action. 

"It is difficult," said Aydelott, 
"to understand why your city coun- 
cil saw fit to commend a city of- 
ficial for what, in effect amounts to 
simple 'book-burning.' 

"The Orange County ACLU 
would like to take this opportunity 
to reiterate its opposition to cen-

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Gov. Brown issues 
Fair Practices Code 



Governor Edmund Brown has 
issued a Code of Fair Practices 
to prohibit discrimination In em- 
ployment, housing, schools, and 
places of business which will be 
the official policy of the Execu- 
tive Branch of California. 

The Code affirms that nondis- 
crimination is the policy of the 
State of California in all of its 
activities. Employees shall not 
only rigorously enforce that po- 
licy; they shall also take affirma- 
tive action to assure equality of 
opportunity in the internal affairs 
of state government and in its 
relations with the general public." 
State Contract Anti-Bias Clause 
It calls upon all state agencies 
to perform their services without 
discrimination based on race, 
color, religion, national origin, 
or ancestry and states that every 
state contract and subcontract for 
public works or for goods or serv- 
ices shall contain a clause pro- 
hibiting discriminatory employ- 
ment practices by contractors* 
State employment services are 
ordered to accept job orders only 
on a nondiscriminatory basis and 
are to refuse to fill any job order 
designed to exclude any member of 
a minority group. 

The Code calls upon all state 
agencies to cooperate fully with 
the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission in its requests for 
information concerning discrimi- 
natory practices and to follow its 
recommendations to eliminate 
these practices. It also asks the 
Commission to take affirmative 
action in the field of human rights. 
Nondiscrimination in Education 
In the area of state counseling, 
education and training programs, 
the Code specifies that these serv- 
ices be open to all qualified per- 
sons without regard to race, color, 
^^^religion^or national origin ajiti such* 
?r6gra r ms^bT^nauc1'ecr'to "en-"" 
courage the fullest development of 
the interests, aptitudes, skills and 
capacities of all trainees with 
special attention to the problems 
of culturally deprived, education- 
ally handicapped, or economically 
disadvantaged persons." 

The order encompasses private 
educational institutions licensed 
by the state", Including profess- 
ional, business and vocational 
training schools. Their compliance 
with the state policy of nondis- 
crimination will be a condition of 
continued participation In any state 
program or eligibility to receive 
any form of assistance. 



It prohibits any person, corpor- 
ation, or business firm which is 
licensed by the state,froiri practic- 
ing racial or religious discrimi- 
nation on penalty of disciplinary 
action by the licensing agency. 

In the area of housing the Code 
states that "no person, ccrpora- 
, tlon or firm which is licensed by 
the state to engage In the business 
of selling, leasing, renting, finan- 
cing, building or developing hous- 
ing accommodations shall discri- 
minate against any prospective 
buyer, lessee, or tenant on the 
basis of race or religion, nor shall 
any licensee or charter holder seek 
to promote the sale or lease of 
any residential property on the 
ground that a person of minority 
background has established orwill 
establish residence in the neigh- 
borhood on penalty of disciplinary 
action by the licensing agency. 

The Code calls upon the State 
Board of Education to assisfjocal 
school districts to affirmatively 
eliminate racial imbalance and de 
facto segregation in the public 
schools and it asks the Board to 
promote fair employment prac- 
tices for certified teachers and 
approve textbooks which realisti- 
cally portray minority groups in 
American life. 
Siaic Funds Cutoff 

State agencies shall not provide 
funds to public agencies, private 
institutions or organizations which 
engage in discriminatory prac- 
tices. 

The Code orders the Attorney 
General's office to encourage law 
enforcement agencies to develop 
programs in the field t of human 
relations, to establish formalpro- 
cedures for- the ^investigation of. 
citizen co mpla'ints of *~ alle ged 
abuses of authority by individual 
peace officers, and to promote 
; uiu^ua^unde^ajidlng^and^^ 
£ for the^law enfoVcemeht offioer's 
duty to maintain the peace and^the 
citizen's right to protection of his 
constitutional guarantees.

with regard to Negro^ customers. 
Miss Black argued that this- re- 
sulted from a failure to maintain 
the proposed economic discrimi- 
nation and should not be attributed 
to the Negro race. 

She informed the regional mana- 
ger that she did not wish to work 
for a company that practiced racial 
discrimination and after under- 
standing that the situation would 
remain the same she resigned. 

She registered for work with the 
Department of Unemployment and 
filed a claim for benefits. The 
department disqualified her for 
benefits under the rule that if 
an employee leaves voluntarily 
it must be for a good cause. Miss 
Black filed an appeal. 

Although notified of the hearing 
before the Appeals Board, the 
employer did not appear but sub- 
mitted an unsworn statement 
signed by the district manager 
protesting the claimant's state- 
ment charging the employer with 
racial discrimination in sales 
policies and terms. 

Claim Upheld 

The decision of the Appeals 
Board to uphold Miss Black* s claim 
for benefits was based on the fact 
that her testimony concerning re- 
gional sales manager's instruc- 
tions to discriminate against 
Negroes in sales and terms was 
uncontradicted by any testimony 
of evidence received under oath 
and subject to cross-examination 
and so must be givenfull credence. 

"By so finding," the Board said, 
"we are not deciding that the em- 
ployer as a company engaged in 
race discrimination in its sales 
policy. The evidence is insufficient 
for us to determine this issue. 
However, since the claimant was 
under the direction and supervision 
of the regional sales manager who 

^issued .the instructions with regard 
to sales and tenns, and since she 
entertained convictions against 
practicing race discrimination, we 

^hold^that^.she^ ;had; good, cauke/for,. 
leaving her*wbfk within the 
meaning of the code." 

Miss Black was represented by 
ACLU Atty. David Caldwell.

desegregation fight, the California 
Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mission has voted to Investigate 
charges that the Los Angeles City 
Schools discriminated in theplace- 
ment and promotion of Negro 
teachers. 

The decision to conduct the in- 
vestigation was made after civil 
rights leaders, lead by Mrs. Mar- 
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nesba Tackett head of the UCRC 
Education Committee, told the 
commission that civil rights lead- 
ers were dissatisfied with a report 
presented by the Board of 
Education's ad hoc committee on 
equal educational opportunities. 
"The board hasn't met the prob- 
lem," she said. 

The FEPC can act as an investi- 
gative body and attempt to concili- 
ate but has no enforcement powers. 
But, according to Charles Wilson, 
the commission attorney, if the in- 
vestigation shows evidences of dis- 
crimination and no steps are taken 
to correct the situation, the com- 
mission could refer its findings to 
the Attorney General's office and 
the Attorney General could file a 
complaint.

Hedy Minsk, chairman of the 
San Fernando Valley chapter of 
ACLU, began her crusade for civil 
rights and civil liberties at the 
University of Illinois where, in 
cooperation with the B'nai Brith 
Anti-Defamation League, she 
planned a survey to prove discrim- 
ination existed in campus housing.
